A Grave Betrayal. 


It is perhaps only consistent with the general conduct of the 
Conjoint Committee in the matter that the Manifesto against the 
Zionist Movement issued yesterday's not 
forwarded at all to the Anglo-Jewish Press. We say it is consistent, 
because the Manifesto itself, its contents, its tone, and the manner in 
which it was issued, are evidence either that the Conjoint Committee 
is hopelessly estranged from the general body of Anglo-Jewish 
Opinion, or that it purposely and stupidly affects to ignore if. The 
contents of this precious document can be dealt with at the moment 
shortly. The mellifluous phrases in which the Committee protests its 
abiding love for Palestine and its deep and strong Zionist aspirations, 
the document itself shows to be sheer blatant hypocrisy. “ Perhaps 
it was right to dissemble your love, but why did you kick me 
downstairs?" is a quotation that inevitably comes to mind when 
we read the nauseating drivel about the profound and undying 
interest of the Committee in the regeneration on Palestinian soil of 
a Jewish community. If the Committee really felt this interest, is 
it conceivable that it would have attempted this venomous stab at

It seems to us that 
the Conjoint Committee has merely muddled up the views, well or ill- 
founded, which certain Zionists have expressed as to the present 
world-condition of Jews, and translated those views to suit its present 
purposes, into Zionist opinion of what the position of Jewry would 
be with a“ local Jewish nationality’ set up-in Palestine—a confusion 
Of post hoc with propler hoc.

The Zionist Plan. 


THe English Zionist Federation are to be congratulated on the excellent Con. 
ference which they held last Sunday. Several of the statements which the 
President (Dr. We!zMANN) made in his eloquent address must appeal with 
great force to Jews everywhere. In particular, there will be much 
pleasure at bis announcement that the Catholic community will view with 
favour the carrying out of Zionist ideas in Palestine, and bis statement that 
the British and Allied Governments look with favour upon Zionist plans, 
We cannot help feeling a little anxiety, however, at the nature of the 
plans, as outlined by Dr. WetzMANN. These, it appears, are “ recog- 
nition of Palestine as a Jewish National Home, the recognition of 
Hebrew as the National language, and autonomy in cultural and religious 
matters. Economically the setting up of an organisation which will 
be capable of developing the country to its full extent, which will 
be able to carry out all the necessary work, such as the construction of 
railways, roads and harbours, afforestation and irrigation, and would 
reguiarise the immigration of settlers into the country.” Reading this 
pronouncement, we are for cne thing driven to wonder what it is that the 
Con)>int Committee, with the formula they have agreed to in regard to 
Palestine, have fulminated against ina manifesto. Religious autonomy? We 
have it here in England by Act of Parliament. The setting up of a‘ com- 
mercial organisation to develop the country ? The Committee ought 


surely not to take exception to Jews banding themselves together for 


such ano enterprise in Palestine when they have more than once done 
so ia other countries. The recognition of Hebrew as the National 
language and of Palestine as a Jewish National Home? These are but 
little more than pious declarations, which, to use the expressive 
Americanism, “cut no ice.”. .Why, then, the-manifesto? If any import- 
ance is to be attached to mere verbiage, and we think there is 
much, there is no apparent reason why the’ Conjoint Com: 
mittee should not be.perfectly satisfied with Dr. WEIZMANN'S state. 
ment, for the simple fact is that their own statement is, in a sense, so far 
as its wording goes, just as National as his. Whether others will be satished 
we cannot but think is altogether another matter. Jewish Nationalists 
will, we are convinced, look in vain in his words for evidence that the 
Zionist claim, as he has formulated it, represents the fond hopes and aspira- 
tions of the movement as they have conceived them or as they have 
enunciated them. Dr. Wei7MANN tells us that while the creation of a 
Jewish Commonwealth in Palestine is the final ideal, the way to achieve it 
lies through a series of intermediary stages. Itis difficult, however, to 
visualise any of Dr. WkIZMANN'S proposals as ~ stages” in the creation of 
a Jewish Nationality. A national being is not born of mere labels, any more 
than men can hope to gather figs from thistles. This, fet us add, is merely 
the impression we gain of the statement of claim, if we may employ ibe 
expression, which Dr. WeizMANN has set forth. It may well be that the 


} plan itself when made public may reveal a far more attractive conception. 


We sincerely hope it may. ‘To be sure, Zionists must hasten slowly in this 
matter, and for our part we care not how slow may be the pace. The 
important point is that the journey should be begun upon the right and true 
path of Nationality. 


‘* The Future of Russian Jewry.” 


Tue Rassian Revolution has inevitably raised deep doubts in many minds 
as to the results upon Judaism of the new-born freedom. To the Jews of 
this country, who have been accustomed to see in Russian Jewry the very 
fount of modern Judaism and its chief sustaining source, the elements at 
work ia a free Russia were bound to cause anxiety and concern. M. 
SoOKOLOW, in an interview which he gave to this journal last March, agreed 
that there was grouad for that concern, and now another distinguished 
Russian Jew, Dr. JOCHELMAN, in the interview which we publish this week, 
expresses the same opioion in even stronger terms. Dr. JOCHELMAN 
states the serious fact that the: ilentification of the Church with 
political and social oppression has had the result that the 
political revolutionary of to-day is also a religious revolutionary, 
Add to this the surging up of the international Socialist spirit, 
with its tendency to the “amalgamation of the analogous classes of the 
different nations,” and we get a milieu in which the hold of Judaism and all 
religion is bound to weaken. Iadeed, the danger to Judaism is far greater 
than to all other creeds, seeing that Jews are a small minority and are now 
being scattered over the great extent of the Russian domain. It may be 
rash to dogmatise in such matters. Great crises have come before, and 
have been followed by marked re-actions. The same thing may be seen in 
Russia, especially having regard to the cumulative effect of generations of 
religious teaching and practice. But it is clear that an active religious 
and educational movement in that country is urgent and vital. Whetherthe 
settlement in Siberia now adumbrated will assist the end in view we prefer to 
express no Opinion, but we commend the views with which Dr. Jocue_man 
favours us to the earnest consideration of our readers, Few men deserve 
better than he to be heard upon the matter. 3 


The J.R.E.B, 


We direct the very earnest intention of our readers to the appeal on 
behalf of the Jewish Religions Education Board which its assiduous 
President (Mr. ARTHUR E. FRANKLIN) sends to our columns this week, 
The appeal speaks for itself, but we wish to stress two particular points, 
The first is the extreme urgency of the Religious Education question at 
this moment. There is not a Jew of insight who does not feel an aching 


-sense of doubt as to how the war is going to affect Judaism, and what may he

who have profited by the present national trials to take the place in the 
contribution list of those whose experience has been the reverse. It is an 
obligation of honour, and we hope that those on whor it reflects will 
honour it to the full, in the knowledge that assistance to the cause of 
Jewish religious education is the forwarding of the supremest purpose of 
Jewish life. It should be a pride and a _ joy to these and all Jews to help 
the Board at this critical moment, and we hope devoutly that they will not 
fail it in this emergency. 


Rabbi Mattuck at Upper Berkeley Street. 


THe West London Synagogue appears to bave initiated its policy of 
interchanging pu!pits with other synagogues somewhat uvfortunately. Not 
that we should be disposed to accept as beyond dispute the estimate which 
an esteemed correspondent placed upou the sermon which Rabbi MATTUCK 
delivered at Upper Berkeley Street a week or two ago. Judaism and 
Jewish are very wide and liberal conceptions to the true Jew; andif Rabbi 
MATTUCK travelled outside of them in the doctrine which he preached it is 
evident that he must have travelled far. It is difficult, however, to believe 
he would have chosen the particular occasion in question for the excursion, 
and there is, of course, much in what the Rev. MORRIS JOSEPH says as to 
criticism of a sermon—or any other viva voce deliverance—based upon the 
mere hearing of it. There is always so much that has to be allowed for on 
account of impressions—the speaker's manner, the exact mood of receptivity 
L of the hearer, among other things. Mr. Josernu, however, was not, it occurs 
to us, nearly so happy in his objection to our correspondent's criticism of 
Rabbi MatTuck’s sermon and the invitation that was accorded him by the 
Council of the Synagogue, on the score’ that all members of the synagogue 
had cast upon them the position of hosts by the action of the Council. As 
our correspondent observes, there are “ boundless possibilities of applica- 
tion” to what he hnmorously describes as this * doctrine of vicarious invita. 
tion.” Nor do we think the somewhat conventional allusion to anonymity 
does justice to an antagonist of Mr. Josetrn’s calibre. There are frequently 
circumstances in which anonymity is abundantly justifialle, and there is 
more than one classic instance of its abiding value. 

Interchangirg Pulpits. 


Tue chief point, however, that has emerged from the discussion in our 
columns is the objection which our correspondent raised to the principle of 
interchange of pulpits. He does so on two grounds. As to such inter- 
change being adopted for purposes of attracting a congregation, one of the 
grounds upon which be so much objects, is it not open to ask whether the 
pulpit itself, as well as many other adjuncts of synagogue servicé, cannot be 
placed under the denomination of attractions? Indeed, the conception of 
the ritual and its special exposition has especially at this particular synagogue 
surely been based very largely on consicdorations not far removed from this 
very one of attraction forthe congregation. Ifthe theory isto be seriously 
advanced that a synagogue is to deny itself interchange of pulpit because 
such forms an attraction, then, in our correspondent’s language, it has 
boundless possibilities of application.” So has his gbjection on the score 

: of what he terms “divers seeds.”’. That would be tenable only if Rabbi 
MATTUCK'S—or any other invited minister's—doctrine, as preached, were 
: ] opposed to that ordinarily taught by the ministers of the congregation, in 
short, if it were indeed un-Jewisb or anti-Jewish. But as to that, as we 

say, our co:respondent does not appear to us to have produced apy very 
clear evidence. None the less, as the event shows, the Council of the 
Synagogue would have been better advised had they inaugurated their 
j series.of pulpit interchanges with a preacher who, having regard to all the 
. S , cireumstances, was less in violent contrast to their own ministry and less 


likely to provoke searching crilicism on account of bis sermon, than the able 
minister of the Liberal Jewish Synagogue. 


IN a paper read at a Conference in Manchester last week, Mr. A.CLUTTON 
BrRocK is reported to have delivered himself of the view that "the fews 
were a people with a great religious genius, not a people with a great moral 
genius.” It is with no mere emply desire for racial aggrandisement that we

Dr. Weizmann. 


Y DEAR SIR,—The position of President of the English Zionist 
Federation, and thus leader of Zionist effort in this country, to 
which you were recently elected, renders you a person of much 
interest at the present moment. This is so, in a triple sense. 

For you are chief representative in this country of a strange phenomenon, 
historical and political, one of the strangest that history or politics has 
experienced. A concatenation of circumstances bas brought Jewish 
Nationalism from the clouds to earth, from the region of dreams into the 
ambit of reality, from being a subject for pleasing philosophic contemplation 
to a matter of hard grim fact. It has eifected in twenty months a trans- 
formation that has been prayed for, hoped for, through twenty centuries. 
Neither history nor politics can match the phenomenon for strangeness, 
and both his‘ory and politics have some strange ones to their record. Byt 
then again you are the most prominent exponent in this country of what is 
most virile in the Jewish nation, a eonception which stands in differen- 
tiation from what is understood by the Jewish people. It is surely a prime 
phenomenon that there is to-day a Jewish nation, even though it 
exists for the most part in the Jewish national idea, with the various and 
diverse forms in which it has its being in the minds and bearts of Jews. 


You are not, however, by any means the least interesting from the third 
aspect which I have in contemplation. That is in regard to your personality. 
For you are yourself a strange phenomenon even among that race of buman 
phenomena comprised in the Jewish people. A Russian by birth anda 
chemist by profession, you arrived in this country wifh not more, perhays less, 
of the average material wealth possessed by thousards of your compatriots 
who during the last twenty or thirty years bave come to these shares. But 
you possessed not less, certainly more than the average, of intellectuality, 
and it is therefore not wonderful that you soon found recognition at the 
hands of one of the seats of the country's learning. It was the wie King 
who asserted that for everything there is a time—and, be might have added, 
for everyone also. The mischief is that everyone does not know and 
recognise the fact as it applies to himself. You did. At the beginning of 
the war, or soon after, such is the story, among ottier results of geweral 
unpreparediness for such a conflict—and it can be written really to the 
credit of E-ngland—the country found itself denuded of a certain essential 
in the making of naval munitions. How serious was the Jack wi’! probably 
never be known, and of anything like the exact details 1 am quite unaware. 
But I do know that at a critical moment yon placed your cbeinical 
knowledge and research powers at the service of the country that bad 
thrown open its doors to you, when yonr native land inade it impossible for 
you to stay there with anything like self-respect. I! do know that you 
quickly supplied what was lacking, and turned dearth into profusion, that it 
is thanks to you that our shores are as safe as they are from the risk of 
invasion. What power was it that led you, a Minsk Cheder-boy, to an avid 
study of the wonders that chemistry has to reveal to its devotee and to 
wander exactly to England, which in time of stress and strain should fied in 
a dreamer of the Ghetto the aid and the help you have been able to 
render ber? Who shall say that these are not days of miracles, or that 
there is not a power “that ordainest the steps of man?’ 


For there is another strain to the romance of your career as it bas up 
till now unfolded itself. 1 have called you a dreamer of the Ghetto, the dark 
and wretched Ghetto of the Russian Pale of Settlement. You were ove of 
the many who have made even that Ghetto bright unto themselves, and 
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tolerable to live in, by dreaming great things for the future of their people. 
Nou dreamt of a re-nationalised Jewry resettled in its ancient land, and the 
crtmped, narrow streets that were your home became for you broad and 
ample highways leading towards a bright and glorious future for the Jew. 
Zionism became your life’s passion. But the most passionate dreams of 
your Ghetto life never revealed to you even the possibility of what has 
occurred—that just at the moment when, by a world-earthquake of everits, 
Palestine was being wrested from the grip of the Turk, thus~ providing for 
it the first opportunity of centuries for being tended and nourished by 
the people whose hand had lost its cunning had they forgotten the 
land or had not preferred it above their chief joy, you would be living in the 
capital of the Power that was ending the blighting misrule and chaos there. 
Nor, surely, was there ever revealed to you that at the psychological 
moment you should in its dark day of anxiety be able to rescue that Power 
from perils untellable! It is a dream, a fairy story, a phenomenon, what 
you will, but it is reminiscent of nothing so much as of the message 
Mordecai sent to Esther when she was destined to become an instrument 
of “ enlargement and deliverance" for her people; “ who knoweth whether 
thou art come to the kingdom for such a time as this?” I think I have 
established the proposition that I ventured, and that in a trip'e sense you 
are a person of much interest at the present moment. For the realm of 
chemistry which you have explored so extensively does not give us many 
more interesting examples of the wonderful working of apparently unrelated 
elements and their production, in combination, of. an utterly unforeseen 
resultant, than your career, with its acids and its alkalis, the molecules and 
atoms that have gone to compose it, the physical changes and the 
exothermic reactions and its compound—you—pleading even within the 
King's gate for the salvation of Israel. 


You were not, however, until comparatively recently in “the govern- 
ment’ of Zionism. For years your activity in the Zionist movement was 
marked by strenuous opposition to those who held power in the organisation. 
Herz! had no more loyal antagonist than you. None was more persistent or 
more energetic in his mordant criticism. It was of you that the great leader 
uttered as apt a quotation as any that literature provides. He was complain. 


ing somewhat despairingly of your eternal recalcitrance when a compatriot of - 


yours assured Herzl of your regard and affection for him au fond. . Herzl's 
answer, delivered with an inimitable dramatic sigh, was the Volkslied line: 


Kein Feuer, keine Kohle kann brennen so heiss 
Als hetmliche Liebe, von der niemand nichts weiss ! 


Those who recollect the fiery spirit with which you bronght to bear 
against him the armoury of your debating powers, and the cimmerian 
hae of your personal appearance, will best appreciate the wonderfully 
exact applicability to you of Herzl's fine retort. It was you, too, I 
belicve—at least the incident is credited to you—who organised the 


Congress demonstration against the East Africa scheme when “the 
Kussians" broke away in a body. Anyway the schente met with 
no more violent opponent than yourself. Nor was there anyone 


-who was more ruthless in condemnation of the British Government which 

made .the offer of a terrilory for Jewish setiiement. But even Govern. 
ments have the revenges of Time. “The stone despised of the builders 
has become the corner-stone,” and the British Government to-day is 
literally the corner-stone of Zionist hopes, and, not less remarkably, of 
your policy for their attainment. 


It is mot for the purpose of jibe that I venture to remind 


you of all this. It is so that you should appreciate the fact 
that in the Zionist movement you are Poacher turned Game- 
keeper. Lbere is at the moment in this country a much more 


eminent example of a like metamorphosis, and both of you in your 
_ respective spheres exhibit the sort of qualities that look like strength, but 
are in reality the weakness inseparable from the position. For one thing, 
the contemplation of your own career with its marvellous working-out, 
is likely to render you a little blind to realities. Your self-confidence, 
based upon what you have in yourself managed to overcome, 
tends to minimise difficulties for you and to exaggerate points of encourage- 
ment. Thatis a real danger in a man like you, leading the most optimistic 
section of a people who but for a boundless optimism, unshaken throughout 
the ages, would long ago have been sunk in the waters of oblivion. You 
converse with this or that statesman or man of affairs. Under the 
influence of your persuasive ways and the charm of your somewhat 
esoteric personality, he says kindly things of Zionist strivings, and you come 
away bounding with the assurance that the Jews’ two thousand year 
strugg'e is won. Or,you address great mass meetings which cheer and applaud 
your cloquent periods delivered in a platform style that is bound to win any 
audience the least sympathetic, and you go home comforted with the thought 
that the Jewish question is solved. And upon this optimism those who 
support the movement to a great extent rely, unconscious of the inherent 
weakness of the foundation. You will deny this, or perchance -pooh, pooh 
it. Of course; because you are wholly unconscious, too, of the fact itself. But 
it pervades Zionism, as in another form it pervades Judaism. 
not? Jews are the optimists par excellence of Humanity. Have you, 
have any of your colleagues, or any of your followers, turned for a few con- 
secutive moments at any time seriously to think of the realities of the 
re-establishment of the Jewish nationality in Palestine? The enervating 
ideal of a land flowing with milk and honey has produced in the Jew, 
even’ when a Nationalist, a moral listlessness in regard to the future 
Home of the Jews. The demoralising Messianic belief which spins round 
our people once again taking upon themselves the burdens and responsi- 
bilities of nationhood, has accentuated this _listlessness and is 
accountable for the acceptance by the bulk of Jews of © their 
present world-position.. Many an ardent Zionist conceives of Jewish 
National regeneration as being efiecited by the modern counterpart.of the 
Messiah leading his followers in a motor-car joy-ride to Palestine. Do 
you ever think not alone of the difficulties that are bound to be overcome 
before Zionists obtain that for which they are striving, but which will 
begin in their full intensity, only when they get that for which they have 
been hoping, praying, agitating, resolving, congressing, and mass-meeting ? 
For my part | -wonld not have it otherwise. All birth‘is pain, and the 
re-birth of a nation if it is to be a true re-birth, a healthy and robust 
re-bicth and not a miserable abortion, must be agony and strife: So will 
it be with Jewish re-birth. And, believe me, Jewish re-birth will not be till

~The Outrages in Palestine. 


THE EVACUATIONS. 


The Department of the Socialist Conference (Stockholm), 
has received a telegram from the Jewish societies in Palestine, stating 
that the Turkish pabnatees has given orders for the Jewish population 
to evacuate Palestine, and has proceeded with the execution of these 
measures with increasing severity. The orders received are amed at Judea, 
jerusalem, and afterwards Galilee. The official Turkish agencies do not even 
take the trouble to deny the bad treatment and pillages of the population of 
Palestine. The victims now appeal to the Socialists of all countries, and protest 
against the cruelties, which threaten to culminate in a fresh massacre resembling 
that of the Armenians.— Renter. 

According to a Berlin message, the “Hilfverein der Deutschen Juden” 
has received advices from its representative in Palestine admitting that 
the Jaffa district has had to be evacuated for military reasons. All 
the inhabitants of the town itself, including 7,000 Jews, were ordered to 
leave. They were first quartered in the colony of retach Tikvah, 18 kilometres 
to the northward, but owing to disturbances and lack of transport they continued 
their journey and suffered considerable distress, which Djemal Pasha sought to 
relieve by advancing some thousands of pounds. The cxuaustion of the popula- 
tion has resulted in epidemics and fatalities. The message denies that the 
evacuation of Jerusalem has been ordered —Central News 

A Berlin telegram quoting a message from the representative in Palestine of 
the Relief Association for German Jews admits that in the evacuation of the 
district of Jaffa ‘on military grounds” “isolated cxcesses occurred.” The 
telegram adds that the Turkish commander endeavoured to heip the sufterers by 
lending theth several thousand pounds, and he also deferred, at ther request, 
their transportation for two days, owing to the Passover As these peop e had to 
proceed partly on foot and had to spend the night in the open, some deaths 
occurred owing to exhaustion, disease, and accidents. The evacuation of 
Jerusalem has not been ordered — Reuter

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‘THE CONJOINT COMMITTEE 
AND ZIONISM. 


HOSTILE MANIFESTO ISSUED. 


The following appeared in the Times of yesterday under the headiag 
of “ Views of Anglo-Jewry ”’ 

In view of the statements and discussions lately published in the 
newspapers relative to a projected Jewish resettlement in Palestine 
on a national basis, the Conjoint Foreign Committee of the Board of 
Deputies of British }ews and the Anglo jewish Association deem tt 
mecessary to place on record the views they hold on this important 
question. 


The Holy L and has necessarily a profound and undying interest for 
all Jews as the cradle of their religion, the main theatre of Bible history, 
and the site of its sacred memorials. It is not, however, as.a mere shrine 
or place of pilgrimage that they regard the country. ' Since the dawn of 
their political emincipation in Europe the Jews have made the*rehabilita 
tion of the Jewish community in the Holy Land one of their chief cares, 
and they have always cherished the hope that the result of their labours 
would be the regeneration on Pa'estinian soil of a Jewish community 
worthy of the great m®@mories of theic environment, and a source of 
spiritual inspiration to the whole 6f Jewry. Accordingly, the Conjoint Com. 
mittee have welcomed with deep satisfaction the prospect of a rich fruition 
of this work, opened to them by the victorious progress of the British Army 
in Palestine. 


THE “CULTURAL” POLICY. 


Anxious that on this question all sections and parties in Jewry should 
be united in a common effort, the committee intimated to the Zionist 
organisations as far back as the winter of 1914 their readiness to co-operate 
with (her on the basis of the so-called © cultural "’ policy which bad been 
adopted at the last two Zionist Congresses in 1911 and 1913. This policy 
aimed primarily at making Palestine a Jewish epiritual centre by securing 
for the local Jews, and the colonists who might jxin them, such conditions 
of life as would best enable them to develop the Jewish genius on lines of 
its own. Larger political questions, not directly affecting this main purpose, 
were left to be solved as need and opportunity might render possibile. 
Unfortunately, an agreement on these lines has not proved practicable, and 


the © onjornt Comm ttee are consequently compelled to pursue their work 
alone. They are doing so on the basis of a formula adopted by them in 
March, 1415, in which they proposed to recommend to His Majesty's Govern. 


ment the formal recognition of the high historicin' crest Palestine possesses for 
the Jewish community, and a public declaration that attheclose of the war ‘the 
Jewish population will be secured in the enjoyment of civil and religious 
liberty, cqital polwical rights with the rest of the population, reasonable 
fac lities for immigration and colonisation, and such municipal privileges in 
the towns aud colonies inhabited by them as may be shown to be 
mecessary.” 

That is still the policy of the Conjoint Committee. 

Meanwhile, the Committee have learnt from the published statements 
of the Zion'st leaders in this country that they now favour a much larger 
scheme of ao essentially political character. Two points in this scheme 
appear to the Committee to be open to grave objections on public grounds. 


NATIONALITY AND RELIGION, 


The first is a claim that the Jewish settlements in Palestine shall +be 
recognised as possessing a national character in a political sense, Were 
this c'aim of purely local import, it might well be left to setile itself in 
accordance with the general political exigencies of the reorganisation of the 
country under a new sovereign power.- The Conjoint Committee, indeed, 
would have no objections to urge against a local Jewish nationality estab. 
lishing itself in such conditions. But the present claim is not of the 
limited scope. It is part and parcel of a wider Zionist theory, which 
regards all the Jewish communities of the world as constituting one home 
less nitionality, iacapable of complete social and political identification 
with the nations among whom they dwell, and it is argued tbat for this 
homeless nationality a political centre and an always available homeland in 
Palestine are necessary. Against this theory (he Conjoint Commitice strongly 
and ecarnes'ly protest. Emancipated Jews ia this country regard 
themselves primarily as a religious community, and they have always based 
their claims to political equality with their fellow-cilizens of other creeds 
on this assumption and on its corollary—that they have no separate 
pational aspirations in a political sease. They hold Judaism to be a 
religious system, with which their political status has no concern, and they 
maintain that, as citizens of the countries in which they live, they are fully 
and siocerely identified with the national spirit and interests of those 
countries. It follows that the establishment of a Jewish nationality in 
Palestine, founded on this theory of Jewish homelessness, must have the 
effect throughout the world of stamping the Jews as strangers ia their native 
dands, and of undermining their hard-won position as citizans and nationals 
of those lands. Moreover, a Jewish political nationality, carried to its 
logical conclusion, must, in the preseat circumstances of the world, be an 
anachronism. The Jewish religion being the only certain test of the Jew, 
_ a Jewish nationality must be founded on, and limited by, the religion. . It . 


..” cannot be supposed for a moment that any section of Jews would aim at a- 


commonwealth governed by religious tests, and limited in the matter of | 
freedom of conscience; but can a religious nationality express itself 
politically in any other way? The only alternative would be a secular 
‘Jewish nationality, recruited on some loose and obscure principle of race and 
* ethnographic peculiarity; but this would not be Jewish in any spiritual | 
sense, and its establishment in Palestine would be a denial of all the ideals’ 
and hopes by which the revival of Jewish Ife in that country commends . 
itself to the Jewish consciousness and Jewish sympathy. On these grounds - 
the Conjoiat Committee deprecate most earnestly the national proposals of 
the Zionists. 
UNDESIRABLE PRIVILEGES. 


The second point in the eens which has aroused the mis- 
. givings of the Conjoint Committee is the proposal ‘to ‘invest ‘the — 


settlers in Palestine with certain special rights in excess of those enjoyed 
by the rest of the popu'alion, these rights to be embodied in a Charter and 
administered by a Jewish Chartered Company. Whether it is desirable or 
not to confile any portion of the administration of Palestine to a Chartered 
Company need not be discussed, but it is certainly very undesirable that 
Jews should solicit or accept such a concession, on: a basis of political 
privileges and economic preferences. Any such action would prove a 
veritable calamity for the whole Jewish people. In all the countries in 
which they live the principle of equal rights for all religious denomina. 
tions is vital for them. Were they to set an example ia Palestine 
of disregarding this priaciple they would convict themselves of having 
appealed to it for purely selfish motives. In the countries in which they 
are still struggling for equal rights they would find themselves hopelessly 
compromised, while in other countries, where those rights have been 
secured, they would have great difficulty in defending them. The proposal 
is the more inadmissible because the Jews are, and will probably long 
remain, a minority of the population of Palestine, and because it might 
involve them in the bitterest feuds with their neighbours of other races and 
religions, which would seriously retard their progress, and would find 
deplorable echoes throughout the Orient. Nor is the scheme necessary for 
the Zionists themselves. If. the Jews prevail in a competition based on 
perfect equality of rights and opportunity, they will establish their eventual 
preponderance in the land on a far sounder foundation than any that can 
be secured by privileges and monopolies. 

* If the Conjoint Committee can be satisfied with regard to these points 
they will be prepared to co-operate ia securing for the Zionist organisations 
the united support of Jewry.

. The Conjoint Committee at a meeting last week, so we are informed (says 
the Jewish World), vad before them the draft of a manifesto which they intend 


, ‘Ssuing against Jewish Nationatism and its aspirations in regard to Palestine. It 


is intended to issue this anti-Zionist document broadcast almost immediately, 
and to put forth the views it enunciates as those of Britis: Jewry. The familiar 
arguments of the opponents of Jewish Nationalism are, we unders'and, employed, 
much stress being laid upoa the statas of Jews residing outside of Palestine, as it 
will be if Zionists’ aims are conceded and the pgsition of the native population in 
Palestine, in view of anything in the nature of a Jewish State being there set up. 
The British Government and the Powers generally are therefore urged to give no 
countenance to Jewish nationalistic strivings in Palestine, which are declared to be 
inimical to the interests of Jews and of the future of the world in general. As to 
whether our translation of the ipsissima verba of the document is exact in every 
detail we should be far from guaranteeing, but that its tendency is as we have 
stated it there can be no manner of doubt. The manifesto that it is proposed 
to issue (continues the Jew/sh World), will do no harm to thosewho support 
Zionism or are opposed to the Conjo'at as an institution. The real damage will 
be in the internecine strife that it will provoke, and the spectacle this wil! pro- 
vide for anti-Semites, who will not be slow to draw their own lesson from the 
incident. Anyone can perceive the motives which these geotry will attach to this 
action on the part of .wealihy Jews and the'r expressed anxiety lest—so the 
words of the document will be interpreted—a check be placed upon Jewish 
“ internationalism,” (he bugbear of men like Mr. Leo Maxse. The Conjoint is 
surely not anxious to give these enemies of our people what they wil! be able to 
employ as a potent weapon of offence against us. As to other non-Jewish 
opinion, the manifesto will appeal to them, with their strong quasi-religious 
sympathy for Jewish Palestin'an aspirations, as in the nature of a piece of traitor- 
ousness to Jews, by Jews anxious for nothing save the fleshpots of Egypt. It is 
common knowledge that the view held by the Britis: Government is 
favourable to the setting up im Palestine of an autonomous Jewish 
settlement under a suzerainty which will be determined at the Peace, but which, 
we need not add, we strongly bope will be British: We may be quite certain that 
only if interests altogether apart from Jewish interests so demand will there bea 
Jewish Palestine. Assume, then, that say British interests—or world interests as 
interpreted by the British Goverament—point to a necessity for the re-establish- 
ment of Jews in Palestine, is the Conjoint Committee going to oppose its 
view of Jewish interests against jhe British Government's view’ If so, we 
could imagine nothing more camaging to Anglo-Jewry. if not, then 
the™proposed manilesto is surely a superfiuity. Because, prepared as it is by the 
Conjoint Committee, it is secessarily a representation of alleged Jewish interests 
which will not determine the question One way or another. British interests—or 
world interests—are not the*concern, specifically at least, of the Conjoint Com- 
mittee. But the question which we submit should chiefly occupy the Conjoint 
in determining whether or not to publish the contemplated document is the 
extent to which that body has the power or the right to speak in 
the name of Anglo-Jewry on this subject. Since opinion on the matter 
js, as we believe, so largely against theirs, clearly they bave not the moral 
power or right to represent themselves as setting forth other than either 
individual views or the views of a minority at most. The safest way, of 


course, would be to institute some kind of referendum inviting a straigh, 


answér to a straight question: ‘Do you desire the Conjoint Committee, 
in the name of Anglo-Jewry to take steps for opposing Zionist effort in regard to 
ee future of Palestine?” But in present circumstances, to issue such a manifesto 
is’ Conitemplated would, we are convinced, prove a bad blunder. Its effects, . 
we are equally cénviacéd, would be far otherwise than those contemplated by 
the Conjoint, for while doing. nothing seriously to impede Zionist effort—rather 
will.it tend to its ecncouragement—it will succeed in rending Anglo-Jewry and 
in arousing bitter passions and recriminations: bere, in America, in Canada, and 
ia waned ene to mention only two of the Dominions.

MR. LEOPOLD DE ROTHSCHILD. 


The CHAIRMAN, referring to the illness of Mr. Leopold de Rothschild, said 
that they all knew of the great services Mr. de Rothschild had rendered to the 
Board in the past. His loss to the Board, even during his iliness, was almost 
immeasurable, and to him (Mr. Alexander) personally the loss was very great. 


He asked those. present to join with him in a resolution of sympathy, which was 
unanimously agreed to. 


POSITION OF JEWS IN PALESTINE. 


Mr. S. NEwMAN asked the Charman if he could make a statement in regard 
to news from Palesiine. The CHAIRMAN replied that telegrams had-been received 
from Alexandria about the Palestinian Jews. He wished he were in a position to 


publish the steps taken by the Conjoint Committee on receipt of those telegrams, 
but in the interest of the community and of the Jews in Palestine he felt he 
could not say any more than that they had taken certain steps, and he had the 
satisfaction of being able to say wih confidence that they had the assurance 
that those steps were the best in the circumstances tbat could have been taken. 


PALESTINE AS A JEWISH CENTRE. 


Dr. Samuel Daiches had on the agenda paper the following motion -— 

That the President convene a @pecial meeting of Deputies and Delegates trom the 
Hebrew Congregvtions in the United Kingdom for the purpose of cousidering tite 
issuing of a declaration to the effect that the British Jews hope that the historical ciaims 
of the Jewish people on their ancieat homeland wii! be recognised and that Palestine 
will be made a Jewish centre. 

The CHAIRMAN stated he was of opinion that the motion as it stood at 
present was quite outof order, as transgressing the limits and scope of the 
Board's constitution, and be was prepared soto rule. Butin order that Dr. 
Daiches should not be taken by surprise oa the subject a communication had 
been made to him to that effect, and at the same time be (Mr. Alexander) had 
caused to be intimated to him by letter-that the motion was capable of being put 
in order provided be deleted from the notice the words “and delegates trom 
Hebrew congregations in the United Kingdom.” He had reason to believe tbat 
Dr. Daiches had gracefully bowed to the decision—be was bound to, of course 
—(laughter)—bat he asked Dr. Daiches whether he consented to the deletion of 
Cals genes. to which Dr, Daiches agreed, and moved the above resolution as 
altered. 

In support of his motion, D-. Daicnes sated that the Jews were a people 
with a long history. After the first exile bad lasted fifty years, the Jews lived for 
600 years in Judea, and were expelled a second time, but stullthey prayed for areturn 
to Zion. Palestine hadremained through all those centuries their spiritual home- 
land. The Jews had always been good citizens in many lands, bot had suff-red 
wherever they livedand were generally despised. Then a great event happeneo 
in the history of the world, viz.,the French Kevolution, when respect for rights 
of man began to rise, and during the last few weeks there bai been the glorious 
Revolution in Russia. The desire to return to Zion had not abated. They bad 
now arrived at a period of their history where the longing of al! those centuries 
could be fulfilled. The nations thought of Jews spiritually in relation to Paks 
tine. \hbat was wanted now was a declaration of tbe will of the Jewish people 
Did they really want Palestine ? Somefeittbatifthis was sothere might be a danger 
to the civil rights of Jews all over the world, but this meant not to read Jewish 
history in its proper light. There had been Jewish settlements in the whole of 
the ancient civilised world and Palestine was the centre. During the last three 
years Jews bad sealed their loyalty to the countries to which they belonged with 
their life blood, and no one could say that the Jew was nota faitb{ul citizen to the 
Community to which he belonged. No Zionnt and no Jewish Naticnalisi bad 
ever thought that the entire. Jewish nation. would go back to Palestine. 
They wanted a Jewish centre because Palestine wasalways the Jewish centre. They 
had to claim an historical right to Palestine. There were two objections which 
had been raised by people against the idea, viz , the Diaspora and the Arabs, but 
these could be easily met. Hle hoped, in conclusion, that we would show our- 
selves worthy of our ancestors. (Cheers ) 

Mr, SAMUEL J, COHEN seconded the motion and said that the papers were 
full of sympathy towards the Jewish National idea, as was also the British 
Government. He hoped the Board wou!d work hand in hand with the Zionists 
for that which the Jews bad been longing for 2.000 years. 

Mr. J. PRaG said that the resolution entirely iulfilled the object for which 
the Board of Deputies and the Conjoint Committee were themselves striving, and 
nod information had been given by Ur. Daiches as to how be desired Palestine to 
be made a Jewish centre, While all sorts of opinions were heard as to what was 
the Zionists’ opinion of this question, there had been no definite indication of what 
was intended by this Jewish centre and bow it was to be brought about. The Board 
in October last bad laid down how Palestine was to be madea Jewish centre, and he 
considered that to establish by one stroke of the pen a Jewish centre in Palestine 
without preliminary preparation of the people to take up the responsibilities of it 
would be a calamity. They wanted men to grow up in Palestine. Dr Gaster 
had supported the formula in an interview he gave to the Pali Mail Gazette, 
wherein he had stated that he would like Britain to be the possessor of Palestice, 
and Jews to govern under its xgis, but there was no indication of the policy of 
those who were agitating the British Government, nor any means of knowing 
what they were agitating for. | 

Mr. Luci@gn WoLPr joined with Mr. Prag in everything he had said. His 
chief objection was that the resolution was superfluous. It was remarkable 
in view of the attacks which had been levelled at the Conjoint Committee that 
the formula of the latter was the same as what Dr. Daiches had stated. It even 
went beyond Dr. Daiches and laid down in definite detail what should be done to 
ensure its being a Jewish Centre. It, therefore, seemed superfluous to call a 
special meeting of the Board, If the resolution were d it would be inter- 
preted by everybody as affirming ideas with whith many of them were not in agree- 
ment. There were political possibilities of the proposal with which they might 
be saddled and which many of them did not wish to assume. If the political aims 
of the Zionists were to be realised, they must_begin by assuming res 

a 


nsibilities, 
which, if they failed, would be disgrace to the whole of jewry. Fs

Mr. S. GiL pert stated that he did not understand why Mr. Wolf objected to 
Dr. Daiches' r. solution seeing that he stated that it was in agreemert with the 
policy of the Conjoint Commitiec, while Mr. Prag pleaded for preliminary 
preparation fora Jewish centre. But Albaniaand other places were to hgestab- 
lished by the Powers as separate national centres, and there was no talk cL." pre- 
paration ” first. If the Board did not pass the resolution, it would cut itself off 
fromthe thought of Jews throughout the world. There had recently been a 
representative meeting in New York of the Jewish commonity which had passed 
a resolution to the effect that they re-affirmed theirfaith in a speedy redemp- 
tion of Zion. That resolution was almost identical with the one put forward 
that day. 

Mr. N. Laski desired to make a suggestion by appealing in the interesis of 
Judaism ia this ccuntry that a round-tab‘e conference be held. The various 
differer.ces of opinion were so litle that if they could not be got over he 
would agree that the Jews did not deserve Palestine, because if they could not 
unite themselves bere, they certainly could not support Palestine. 

The Kev. 1: Rarravovicn, Messrs. ELSLEY ZE:TLYN and A. MONTEFIORE 
having spok«n in support of the resolution, 

Mr. Hl. S. O. HENRIQUES stated that if the words as to calling a special 
meeting were eliminivted, he would not oppose the resolution. To calla special 
meeting would not do any good, because the persons enirusied to look afier those 
matters had already proposed to take ihe action which Dr. Daiches had pro- 
pounded in his speech. It might do harm, as showing lack of confidence in the 
Conjoint Commitee. If the motion was passed, they would bs aking the Con- 
joint Commitice to do something wh'ch had already been Cone, and there would 
be an immense cleavage between Zionisis and non-Zionisis. If the Zionists 
desircd to meet them on the Corjoint Committee, the latter were perfectly 
desirous of doing so. He suggested to Dr. Daiches that it would more serve 


the purpose of the motion that, having drawn statements from memLe sof the_. 


Conjoint Committee that they agreed with him, he should withdraw it. 

Dr. DAicuEs having declined to adopt this suggestion, the CHAIRMAN made 
another suggestion to the effect that be should withdraw his amended resolution 
and be content wiih a resolution re-aflirming their formula, as follows :-— 

In the event of Palestine coming within the «pheres of influence of Great Britsin of 
France at the close of the war the Governments of those Powers will not fai! to take 
account of the historic interest that country possesses for the Jewih community The 
Jewish population will be secured in the enjoyment of civil and religious liberty, equal 
political rights wi.h the rest of the popniation reasonable facilities for immigration and 


colonisation, and such municipal privileges in the towns and colonies inhabited by them - 


as may be shown to be necessary 


As Dr. Daiches did not agree to this course, the motion was put to the meet- 
ing and lost, 26 voting in its favour, and 33 aga‘nst, 

Mr. S. NEWMAN moved the following motion standing in his name :-— 

Now that the establishment of a Jewish Home in Palestine is a matter of practical 
politics, this Board recommends that the Conjoint Committee enter into ne cotiauons 
with the Zionist authorities with the view to lormu'ating a joint policy to be presented 
to ths British Government ; and that tn the event of a mutual policy being agreed upon, 
a manitesto be immediately tstued to that eftect 
Hesaidthat afew months aco he had proposed a resolution that the Conjoint Com- 
mittee should use their best endeavours to obtain Palestine as a Jewish Iicme. 
The formula had been announced as a substitute for what the Zionists «emanded. 
It was now stated that communications were again opened with the Zionist 
authorities, but nothing had been said as to what further ection had been 
taken with reference to the Zionists. Lord Robert Cecil bad declared that when 
itcame to the question of settling Palestrne it could not be given back to tts 
original owners and that the Jews would have to be considered with reference to 
the annexation of Palestine. Even if the formula were put into action it seemed 
to be nothing great. They were in danger of disgracing themselves im the 
eyes of the commun ty and the Goverrment, if onthe one band Zionis's suggested 
one version of the question and on the other band the Conjoint Committee were 
suggesting another. He urged the Corj.int Committee to come to some arrange- 
mert with the Zionists so thi.t the question of Palestine should come from @ 
united body The object of the resolution was iitended to force Zionisis to 
submit the'r programme as a definite pronounce ment 

The motion having been seconded by M. ALEX RuUBENS, who-ssid they were 
ertitled to know what the Conjoint. Committee bad done with regard to the 
negotiations, 

The CiiaiRMAN stated that he thought it essential tbat he should put them in 
possession of ceriain facts which were relevant to ihe question raised by the mouon, 
tle, therefore, willingly accepted the of the seconderofthe motion The 
motion assumes (said Mr Alexander) that the desirability of entering into negotia- 
tions with the Zionists for the formation of a joint policy bas never hitherto occuired 
to the Conjoint Committee’ it ts common knowledge that this assumption is 
quite inaccurate. Asa matier of fact, negotiations having this object im view 
were opened as far back as the winter of 1914, and they took the shape of formal 
conferences between duly accredited representatives of boib sides which took 
place in the spring of 1915.. As to what happened at these conferences, | will 
only say that the Conjoint Committee were ready to make a fair compromise and 
indeed very substantial concessions to the Zionists’ standpoint. For some 
reasons which have never been explained to the Conjoint Committee, the negotia- 
tions were suspended for eiphteen months or so. You will remember that at a 
meeting of this Board held on 22nd October, 1916, 1 mace a statement on the 
subject, in the course of which | announced that the genera! policy of the Con- 
joint Committee in regard to Palestine was contained,in a formula which had been 
adopted by the Conjoint Committee in the following terms :— 

“The jewish population to be secured in the enjoyment o! civil and religious 
liber: y, equal political rights with the rest of the population, reasonable facilities for 
immigration and colonisation, and such mun cipal! privileges in the towos and Colonies 
inhabited by them as may be shown to be neceasary.” 

In this connection I explained to the Board our attitude towards the Zionists. 
and | should like to recail to vou the terms of: my statement. I said that we 
were prepared to join the Zionists in urging upon His Majesty s Government or 
the Powers generally a settlement of the Palestine question on the lines indicated 
in our formula, and with such amplifications of it as might be mutually agreed 


‘upon, that we would go hand in hand with the Zionists at every stage of their 


work, within these limits, but we stipulated that that work should not be based 
on any overt or official assumption of the existence of a Jewish nationality for the 
Jews all over the world, an] that it should not comprise any demand for privi- 
leges or preferences in Palestine in which the non-Jewish population would not 
equally share. This statement elicited from the official representatives of the 
Zionist Organisations an intimation of their desire to renew the negotiations, 
This was on the 3lst October, 1916, and the proposal was accepted by the Con- 
joint Committee on the 7th November, 1916, in a letter in which they “most 
heartily welcomed the proposal,” and suggested a meeting to arrange details as to 


the time and place for the re-assembling of the conference. Nothing further © ~ 


happened until the 4th January, 1917. Mr. Alexander then read a letter from 
Mr. Lucien Wolf to Mr. Sokolow under that date, in the course of which 
Mr. Wolf wrote reminding Mr. Sokolow that some time had elapsed since nego- 
tiations had been carried on, and suggesting they should be renewed. Again 


nothing happened, and on the 8ih March, 1917, the Conjoint once more wrote to © 


the Zionists. Mr. Alexander also read aletter which was sent by Mr. Wolf urging 

a resumption of the negotiations. To that letter (Mr. Alexander continued) we 

received a reply from Mr. Sokolow, from which I need only quote the following

Rabbi Mattuck’s Title. 


From Dr. ISRAEL ABRAHAMS, M.A., Cambridge, [To Tue EpiTor |} 


Sirk,—Rabbi Mattuck has the fullest right to his title. It was duly con- 
ferred on bim by the Hebrew Union College, Cincinnati, after the fulfilment of 
the prescribed courses of study. At the Hebrew Union College, as well as in the 
Semitic langu-ges department of Harvard University, Mr. Mattuck was one of 
the most esteemed stadents. It was a delight to me, on visiting Cincinnati, to 
hear so fine a report of Mr. Mattuck's student days from that accomplished 
veteran in Jewish learning, Dr. Kobler. Equally delightful was it to listen at 
Harvard to the cordial praises of Mr. Mattuck from no less renowned an 
authority than Professor C. H. Toy. 

Naturally, the Rabbinic title varies in significance as conferred, say, by an 
old-type Russian Rabbi on the one hand, or by a modern Jewish seminary (be it 
Liberal or Conservative) on the other hand. The same remark, bowever, applies 
to the ordinary degrees granted by various universities, which differ very much 
among themselves in the import and value of their distinctions. Certainly I 
should not assert for the Cincinnati title of Rabbi more than it can justly claim. 
But from an intimate knowledge, gained at first hand, of the work done by 
students during their training at Cincinnati, and from my knowledge further of 
the quality and world-wide fame of the teaching stati, I d> not hesitate to say 
that the diplomas of the Hebrew Union College bave well earned their high and 
honourable repute. 


Why Rabbi 
From “ ANTI-SHAM.” [To THE Epitor. 


S1r,— Why has the Witch of Endor been at work to disturb our peace’? We 
had thought the ghost of the “ Rabbinical Diploma” had been laid to rest some 
years since. Those who livedin that generation will remember what searchings 
of heart, what struggles, what tears, and tearings of friendships the discussion 
entai'ed at :he time, when once and for all, as far as Anglo-Jewry was concerned, 
a charter was ‘drawn up which seemed at last to secure the right thing to the 
right men by the right judges of merit. 

And now, all of a sudden, in the midst of a stupendous war, when one would 
have thought people's minds were engrossed with something more serious and 
timely, a cloud no bigger than a man’s hand again appears to withdraw us from 
Other concerns of vital interest and to abscure greater things. Sir, I for one 
protest. And while protesting on one point I may as well protest further. Bug 
I would not have done so even now. I have hesitated in the past 
On. personal grounds, as being a Rabbi myself, holding the duly 
certified Hatarath Horaah (the only true Rabbinical Diploma)—a term 
understood without qualification or commentary, I held back from asking the 
questioa anent the Rev. Mr. Mattuck; for, after all, itis impossible to be ever on 
the alert and to worry whether others assume titles to which they bave no right, 
as has been done, and is still frequently done in our community, with the term 
“Reverend,” among others. 

Sut now that the subject has been broached by a layman, it deserves to be 
threshed out again. I do not in the least question your good faith in the matter 
as regards your editorial commentat the foot of Mr. Joseph M. ‘Coben's letter in 
your last week's issue. You evidently asked the question and received an 
explanation. But permit me to add, your brief comment by no means settles the 
point. Your very words suggest two or three questions :— 

1. Does Mr. Mattuck hold a full and proper certificate of Hatarath 


Horaanh, whictvalone gives one the right in owr community here to style oneself 
* Rabbi? ” 

2. Has Mr. Mattuck only a “ Rabbinical Diploma,” equal to a kind of leaving 
certificate, frequently granted to those who have spentafew years at a Rabbinical 
College or Seminary, “ orthodox” or “reform,” which in reality testifies that the 
holder has studied a certa’'n amount of Hebrew, etc., “even Rabbinics,” but need 
not have attained to anything like the degree of Hatarath Horaah? We know 
there are some few in England, hailing from abroad, who are passing off such 
papers for tle real thing. We know, further, that some received their 
“Rabbinical Diploma” from their own father—doubiless an impartial examiner. 

3. If Mr. Mattuck bas even the fullest and highest form of Hatarath Horaah, 
bow can he, as a conscientious teacher, desire to retain the title “rabbi,” con- 
sidering that his teachings on certain crucial points are the very negation of 
Rabbinism, even of Judaism? It is a contradiction in terms.

It does not affect the question that in America, from which country Mr, 
Mattuck comes, the term “ Rabbi” is equivalent to our “ Reverend.” Compare 
the list of subscribers to the American “ Jewish Encyclopedia,” where every English 
“ Rev.” is called “ Rabbi,” whether he holds the Rabbinical Diploma or not. We 
refuse to be Americanised in this respect, and this interchange of terms has never 
been allowed among us. 

Moreover, when Mr. Mattuck arrived here, and for some time after (even in 
his early interviews in your columns, if my memory serves me right) Mr. Mattuck 
was always styled or allowed himself to be ‘styled “ Rev.” not “ Rabbi.” Why 
did he not then see that he was duly styled according to his qualifications and 
degree’? It all seems very strange. : 

Of course, I have omitted one contingency in making this last statement. Did 
he receive his full degree after his appointment here? Again, it is not what 
meaning Mr. Mattuck himself, or even his kind and amiable friend—the fr end cf 
so many of us—dear Claude Montefiore, attaches to the term “ Rabbi,” by arguing 
that it simply means “teacher” etymologically, and that Mr. Mattuck is a 
“teacher,” or “my teacher inreligion. Don'tlet us play with words. It depends 
upon what the term implies, and how it has always been jealously regarded here 
in England and other countries, viz.: the possessing of, and what is more, the 
fulfilling of the Hatarath Horaah, such a “ Rabbinical Diploma” as involves 
not only the knowledge and intricacies of Jewish Law, but also the right t< 
“pasken,” i.e., decide questions of Jewish law and practice. Az?. 
incidentally, I might ask, how is it there is such a difficulty, a \:ost an 
impossibility in many instances, to see the Rabbinical diplomas of men a..tong :s 
who are said to possess them’ They seem to keep the thing very dark. The 
time may yet come when they may be challenged by name to produce their 


diploma, so that he who rons may read the terms and the signatories thereof, 
Personally, I am ready for the challenge, and may one day throw off my vizor. 
My parchment is open for inspection at any time. 

In conclusion, 1 understand that Mr. Mattuck is a very earnest and con- 
stientious worker. I ‘am therefore sure that he would be the last man in the 
world to feel comfortable, knowing that by his action in clinging to this title 
“Rabbi” he is making it more difficult for the leaders of the general community 
to insist upon the genuine article being alone recognised in England . and we 
would appeal to him on the highest grounds to give the matier due consideration ; 
and, as his religious views stand for the negation of Rabbinism, to have the 
courage to discontinue the use of a meaningless appellation when applied to him, 
and to deny himself the pride and the glamour attaching to the connotation of 
this distinctive term “ Rabbi.”

(2) That in the opinion of this meeting the realisation of the Peace ideal largely 
depends upon the influences of religion, and it therefore suggests that the various reli,:ous 
organisations allover the world should bind themselves together as soon as possible with 
the ow, ect.of forming a strong public opinion in favour of international peace.

(3) That this meeting hails the success of the great political upheaval in Russia, 
seeing in the institution of civil and religious liberty in that country a good augury for 
the future peace of the world, | 

Moved by Mr. Harry R. Lewis, seconded by Miss JEANNETTE FRANKLIN, 
and supported by Mr. F. Mappison :— 

(4) That in the opinion of this meeting the main hope for the eventual establishment 
of a permarent world-peace lies in the general acceptance of President Wilson's :dea

The Future of Russian Jewry. 


FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH DR. D. JOCHELMAN., 

EFORE referring to the questions of the future policy of the Jews 
in Russia, I would like to say afew words about the present state 
of things in connection with the Jewish problems and their 
probable future development.”

former look to the gaining of civil rights, and 
the other to being merged into their surround- 
ings as their goal. Once emancipated in this sense, they imagine the last chapter 
of the Jewish trouble will be closed. Toa large extent they are a counterpart 
to the assimilationists in Western Europe. But in Russia they comprise but a 
small fraction of our people They are made up of the older generation of the 
wealthy classes and those socialists who have broken away {rom Judaism. 
NATIONAL PARTIES. 

“The great majority of Russian Jews are to be found in one or other of the 
National Parties, which include parties with direct national objects, as well a, 
those with objecis of anationa!l tendency. There are the Zionists and Territorialists, 
with their socialist parallel organisation such as the Poale: Zion, the Socialist 
Territorialisits and the Seimists. To these must be added the Socialist Labour 
Organisation (the Lund), which bas taken such an active part ia the Revolution, 
and has stood for a programme of Jewis cultural autonomy. Then there are 
nationalistic Jews who stand for the solidarity and elevation of the Russian Jews 
through education and enlightenment, but who se? the solution of the Jewish 
probiem only io Russia There is a diversity of view dividing these various 
grouns, but there is one idea uniting them [css that the Jews in Russia should 
be treated concre ely asanation This yearning finds its éxpression in the estab 
iShment of specifically Jewrsh rastitutions, and the introduction of Hebrew or the 
Yiddish laoguage in the elementary schools as the language of instruction. 


DANGER OF ASSIMILATION. 

“Ab! Yes,” said Dr Jochelman, as our representative plied him with the 
question as to whether now all! is going to be fair in the Russo-Jewish garden. 
“Ah! Yes. I will continue the simile,” he said. “But you cannot have your 
roses without your thorns . Russian frredom, Russian liberty, with the Jew 
possessed of equal rights, means a new Russia, a new Russian Jewry, and there 
will be a new world for the Kussian Jew. Dut there isthe danger of assimilation, 
and the new stateof affairs brings with it the risk that the Russian Jew will make 
for complete assimilation, as the Western Jew bas where he-has not been 
restrained by the presence through immigration of the Russian Jew. A minority 
like the Jews, no longer cooped up in a l’ale of Settlement but allowed [ree move- 
ment over the wide domaia, of the Russan Empire, will not be able to resist 
assim iation with its new surroundings It isinevitable! Even gold dissolves in 
*Koenigswasser.’ Of course, in Western Europe the Jewish communities were 
compa atively small. at the time of their emanc:pation, while in Russia they form 
amass of many mijlions. Therefore, the assimilation may not be either as quick 


or as complete as it bas been in the West. But on the other band, there are two | 


factors which are going to play a great part in the future of Russian Jewry. There 
is the weakening of religion and the growing strength of Socialism. These two 
factors were both always Jargely, sometimes entirely, absent when Western Jews 
ob: ained their civic and political rights. 

THE RELIGIOUS FUTURE. 

“To pretend to predict what is going to happen in the remote future were 
futile, but -as regards ihe near future I sse no favourable prospects for religious 
development among the Russian Jews. The great majority are ‘religious,’ but 
not in the higher sense, They are religious in at most a ritualistic and synagogal 
sense. Whether as a result or merely as a parallei fact, the whole of the intel- 
lectual classes of our people in Russia—that is almost all those who have had the 
opportunity of attending the general schools—have practically nothing to do with 
religion in any shape or form. 
smal! minority. But if tbis tendency is anything more than incidental, then when 
the whole of our Jewish youth are enabled to have the advantages of a general 
education, I cannot see any reason for supposing that their attitude will be 
different fcom that adopted now by the intellectua's. 

“ To be sure, this non-religious attitude is by no means confined to Jews. 
The Kussian atmosphere of to-day is as little destined to strengthen religious 
feeling as was that of the French Encyclopedisis and the French Revolution, out 
of which emerged the Age of Reason and the Rights of Map. In Russia, as in 
France, political and social oppression was always supported by the Church, and 
Jews have not been persecuted in Russia, asso many Western Jews imagine, 
merely on account of their religion. Their persecuiion was ths result of a com- 
bination of causes, Tsarism, MeGievalism, Feudalism, Holy Synodism, and alt 
the black engines of darkness which were employed for political purposes. It 
followed that religion, which bad ranged itself on the side of these institutions, 
was bound to come in for a large share of the revu!sionagainst them. Thehatred, 
the deep intense hatred, which has been gathering up in Russia against the insti- 
tutions that ground down and repressed the people, was bound to be directed also 

ainst the Church which supported these institutions, and religion, the backbone 
of the Church, became in any form anathema. Sothat in Russia the political 
revolutionary has largely been also the religious revolutionary,- |

A Sermon of the Week. 


(Specially Written for the Jewisu Curontccre.) 


JUDAISM’'S DEATHLESS DOCTRIN Fee 


“Ve are my witness’s, saith the Lord I, Tam the Lord, and besidzs there 
is no Saviour.”'—Isaiak xliii,, 10, 11. 

The festival we shall presently be celebrating bears the Biblical name. 
Pww3eT 33, “ Feast of Weeks,” so called because on that day concluded 
the seven weeks which, accordiag to the old Mosaic law, had been devoted 
to the work of garnering the grain. Aud now that the barns were full of 
birley, rye, and wheat, the time bad come for holding a day of solemn 
rejoicing, the “Feast of Weeks.” As this rejoicing took the form of the 
presentation of a thank-offering of the first ripe fruits and cereals, the 
day became known also as O'WI37 GY, “ Day of the First Fruits.” 
Shebuoth was thus originally an agricultural festival. In the course 
of historical development, however, it lost its original significance, 
which was. supplanted by other ideas that the festival had ‘gathered 
to itself. It became ANN jF"S I%?, the season on which the fact is to 
be commemorated that God blessed Israel with the Torah, and notably 
with the Ten Sinaitic words. Truly these words are fruits of an infiaitely 
higher value than barley and wheat. “ Not by bread alone doth man live.”’ 
He yearns after another nourishment, that of the spirit which is within 
him. With all our hearts we praise our Heavenly Father for the corn and 
the wheat, the bread and the wine; but still more do we praise Him for 
the gift of religion, the true bread of life, wherewith He stills the bunger of 
our hearts, and for the wine of the Torah, wherewith he quenches the 
thirst of our souls. That was truly a great time of harvesting when the 
eternal doctrines and laws of Judaism were gathered in, first by a few 
select ones in Israel, and then by all Israel. The harvest will not be over 


_till all mankind shall participate in the full possession and enjoyment of 


Israel's treasure, and the whole human race shal! wa'k with the house of 
Jacob in the light of the Lord. So far Jewish ideas have achieved a 
wonderful progress. They are already acknowledgcd bythe nations 
standing highest on the ladder of civilisation. From our standpoint we can 
only regret the fact that Jewish doctrines, when borrowed by others, were 
not carefully guarded against adm’xture with foreign elements, elements 
that were both un-Jewish and anti-Jewish. Time, however, will effect a 
slow and thorough purification. The world will finally be ruled by 
unadulterated Jewish ideas. It is not to be denied that true and good 
docirines are also taught in other religious systems. Gladly do we adant 
that 
ETERNAL TRUTHS AND MORAL PRECEPTS 
are taught even by religious systems whose origin and growth we cannot 
trace back to the religion of Israel, whose holy books bave not the least 
connection with the Bible of the Jews. Neither the Brahmans with their 
Vedas, nomthe Parsees with their Zeadavesta, neither the Buddhists with 
theic Tripitaka, nor the Chinese with their holy books of Confucius and 
Laotse, are in the least connected with. Israel and its Torals. Still, we 
joyfully concede that mapy true doctrines have been taught by them and 
many good laws prescribed. Even more; even those religious systems 
which have not produced any holy books at ali—the religions of Hellas and 
liom, tor iastance—ave been vehic'es for spreading, ia some degree, truth 
and morality. How.could it be otherwise? The Creator has bestowed on 
all nations and individuals a conscience, and has blessed them with mental 
faculties more or less exalted. These faculties of the mind and this inborn 
consciousness of what is right and what is wrong, although they are 
more or les; liable to err, are ‘the common root whence have 
grown the manifold truths found everywhere, But what we claim 
is, that by the side of these grains of irauth to be found ia 
the non-Jewish systems there are also to be found great masses of 
error, intellectual aud mora', from which Judaism is free. We are justified 
in pointing this out when we remember the attacks that from time to time 
are made upoa our religion, the beli:tlings that it suffers even from its own 
votarics. What does Judaism teach ? Does it teach that God is merely 
the national God of Israel? On the contrary; it affirms that there ts only 
one God for all mankind. Does it teach that our God is a God of anger 
and revenge? ©. the contrary, it enunciates a God of mercy and Ive. 
Does it not demand of its adherents: Love thy aeighbour, even the poor 
and forsaken s!ranger, as thyself, and grant to bim equal rights wiih thee? 
Does it not iasist that we have tosanctify even our desires, even the very 
thoughts of our hearts, by er) ining us not to covet what belongs to another? 
Does it not require of us, in several laws laid down in the Pentateuca, to be 
merciful towards the mute animal creation? It may, perhaps, be urged 
that similar doctrines and laws are taught by other religions, and in 
particular by Christianity. If this be so, we see therein the progress of 
Jewish ideas. For Christianity,in its main part and its best part, is nothing 
else than Judaism. And we do not hesitate to admit that it also effected 
for the benefit of mankiad a great progrezs. But Christianity brarched off 
from the mother Church and went astray, when fcreign clement were 
intermixed, when the fanciful reveries of the Neoplatonic school of pbilo. 
sophers and the bottouiless speculations of the Gaostics were iografted on 
our 
RATIONAL, PURE AND NOBLE JUDAISM, 

and when, in order to make it more palatable to the neathens of Europe, it 
did not shrink from admitting into its body doctrines which we, from our 
monotheistic standpoint, must necessarily call idolatrous. Do we Jews 
teach a Ged incarnate; a God who suffered and died; by whose blood the 
sins of mankind were atoned for? Do we teach that God is so cruel as to 
give over to eternal perdition those who d> not believe as we do? On the 
contrary, we explicitly teach that every good man, of whatever creed or 
nationality, will participate in salvation. We neither curse, nor damn, nor 
persecute any non-Jew on. account of his religious views. Is Judaism in 
conflict with science? It grants to the scientific enquirer the fullest and 
most unlimited freedom. There is nothing like a credo in Judaism tkat 
might stahd as an obstacle in the way of the searcher alter truth. There 
is only one doctiine which is regarded in Judaism as firm and unsbakable— 
the doctrine of the one supernatural God ; and there is only one kind of laws 


for which unchangeableness is claimed—the moral laws. Aud these laws can

A PLEA FOR A SELF- DEPENDENT ANGLO-JEWRY,

~~ The agricultural aspect of Shobuoth has a very real meaning for us this year, 
Even we, dwellers of the cities, cannot fail to realise the significance of oue 
presest celebration as O°337 OV, the day commemoratiug the Palestinian 
harvest festival of wheat, as well as VINA {FVD TO?, the anniversary of the 
Sinaiic revelation We may still-ascribe the reason of an abundant or meagre 
supply of food commodities to the exigencies of import and export; still trace the 
rise Or fallin prices to the rate of the exchange, the state of the market, rather 
than the condition of the crops. yet the simple supplication, ‘35 22 AS 2 {MN 
MINA, “Grant a blessing upon the fac: of the earth,” which we insert in our 
Stemoné Esré during the summer months, Can hardiy fa:l to arouse new fervour 
in Our hearts. We need not now resort to imag nation alone for the effect of the 
dew of heaven upon the fainess of the earth lt 1S quité apparent to us, in our 
su ¥urban roadsides, in the former flower beds of our parks which are being adapted 
to produce articles of food, in the improvised kiichen gardens adj>ining our own 
houses. Some time ago a congregant showed me, witll justifiable pride, a little 
essay from the pen of his child on the story of a loafof bread. The young 
writer raked up all his personal knowledge on the subject in order to trace the 
loaf to its very genesis, and at last gave as its origin the unloading of the corn in 
the docks. Even a London child, we can safely say, will have a more correct 
notion about 
THE ORIGIN OF OUR DAILY BREAD 
before Eng’and is many years older. The movement which has been set on foo 
to popularise agriculture is literally gaining ground daily. Scientists and states 
men, Primate and Premier, are directing their influence and energy to promote 
the productiveness of the soil. Laws as to Sunday observance have been waived. 
Fourteen thousand skilled plouglhimen—so it was recently stated in Parliament— 
bave been requisitioned back from the trenches to the field. The lesson has been 
brought home to us, none too soon, that a nation is only then self dependent if it 
i$ self-sustaining. It may have the strength of a lion, but if it does not possess 
the industry of the ant, the productivity of the bee, it is not indomitable. And 
iat Order to make our country self-dependent, two means are chiefly employed. 
First, the: work of the professional farmer is facilitated, and secondly the 
cultrvation of small allotments is encouraged. Tracts of land ‘are being readily 
Gistributed throughout the length and width of the country. One essential con- 
cdhtion only is imposed. The holder must undertake to cultivate bis allotment, 
to develop and make it productive. Let everyone but tend his own patch olf 
ground, we are told, and after one short year the yield of home produce will 
render the whole couniry self supporting There is much in this new phase 
which brings pride and hop? into the heart of the Jew. Is it not owr Law that at 
the very outset rec rds the fact that the primary task set to the frst man was to 
DRESS THE LAND AND TO KEEP IT? 

Is it not our Rabbi who ventured the adage that be who does not possess a piece 
of ground ferfeits his claim to the title “man”? Above all, is it not our prophe, 
whio foretold the approach of the era when “they will beat their swords into 


ploughshares and their spears into pruning-books.” To be sure, this prophecy 
gains fresh point, even in tbe midst of the upheaval which is raging so 
fiercely, from the circumstance that thousands have been actually . ordered 
to abandon their arms and the battlefield in exchange for the plough 
in the corofield. But—and this is the point—there ts so much in 
this new aspect of the present crisis which recalls to our minds our own 
condition as a body. It seem; to hold outa warning to us that the circumstances 
which cause us so much apprehension as a country will ere long confront us as a 
community; and it also suggests a preventive whereby the threatened danger may 
be averted. ‘“ Man doth not live by bread alone.” The dual meaning under 
lying the very festival which we are about to celebrate reminds us that we were 
made the castodians of an ideal estate, besides the material land heritage, which 
we are in duty bound to conserve ani cultivate. Our religious self dependence 
must be maintained if as a living body we have still the instinct of self-preserva. 
tion. Would not this be best achieved by adopting the allotment method, by 
every individual tending and cultivating the part of our heritage assigned to his 
charge? “Lo, children are the heritage of the Lord.” What duty is more 
sacred, what labour more beneficial than the moulding of the characters of those 
whom Providence has entrusted to our care. To acquaint them with the noble 
principles of our pure and tru? faith, with the grandeur of the race which they 
are privileged to call their own. Are not those to whom this task is usually 
delegated entitled to more consideration, encouragement, better cquipment than 
they are at present receiving? Why should the teacher of Hebrew and Judaism 
still be hampered on evcry step by the

and other wherewithals for carrying out his work? Why should owr farmer 
have to go on with sickle, and scythe, and spade—not always well ground at 
that—while most up-to-date instruments are on!y too readily placed at the dis- 
posal of his fellow-workers in the surrounding fields? There is clearly a call for 
the community to do for the equipment and encouragement of the keepers and 
tillers of this part of our heritage what the State is doing for the man of the 
meadow and cornfizid. Here is another part of our estate, rich in possibilities as 
well as in historic associations. I mean the synagogue. We know what produce 
it has yielded in the past. It has been the source of spiritual invigoration for 
Israel throughout the ages, the ladder resting on earth and reaching heaven, by

And now, happy in the consciousness of 
their high mission, Jews dwell in all parts of the habitable globe, living 
witnesses of Him, the holy One of Israel, who said through the mouth of 
His prophet: “I, even 1, am the Lerd, and besides me there is no saviour,”

Let cvery 
member conscientiously discharge his own duty to it. Let him consider it a 
moral obligation not to allow his synagogue seat to be unoccupied more oiten 
than he can help, and honour it when he does occupy it, by proper demeanour 
and due devotion. Let him look upon it as his s/iool, the house from which the 
Law, the word of God shall go forth—and what a rich harvest the synagogue 
will still yield. Yes, and means should be found to keep the synagogue doors 
wide open to the young, not only when sweetmeats are distributed, but when our 
most solemn services are held.

SECOND THE EFFORTS OF THE TEACHERS OF YOUR YOUNG, 
evince at least an interest in their religious lessons: encourage their progress, 
deprecate their indifference. And if there must needs be an incongruity between 
the practice they witness at home and the lessons taught at school, they will be 


much the better for your explaining to them that this is due to force of 
circumstances, not to antipathy or neglect. lLast, the tract of land which 
awaits cultivation at the hands of the community at large must be pointed 
tc.

Can we afford to let this part of our estate lie 
waste and grow wild’? Shall we say to the “sons of.the strangers ”’ who cultivate 
our fields with commendable zeal—and sow therein their own seed—in the words 
of the shirking pa‘ron of the Shobuoth idyl: “Redeem thou my right to thy- 
self, for I cannot redeem it!” 

“The vineyard of the Lord of Hosts is the house of Israel, and the men of 
Judah—and the ideals of Judaism—are its pleasant plants.” We need only read 
witb open eves the striking and. suggestive utterances madeof late by our leaders, 
both ecclesiastic and lay, to realise that some accredited keepers of this vineyard 
are alive to the pressing need for its recultivation, our religious organisations call 
for revitalising, our lives as Jewscnd Jewesses, for spiritualising. Let us strengthen 
their hands. Let every individual arise to a sense of his duty asa halder of part 
of our heaven-given heritage, and the seli-dependence, the spiritual safety of our 
community will be ensured. To adapt the verse from the Song: “ Arise, UO north, 
and come ye of the south, yea join hands ye of east and west, come breathe the 
breath of new life into our garden ; that its spices may flow forth, that we may 
be sustained by its sweet fruit.” 


Revelation and Exile.

Ezekiel, to whom, as the book in the Bible bearing his name tells us, while 
“sitting in the midst of the Exile by the river Kebar,” there appeared, as the 
Heavens opened, the “ Visions of God,” lived in Babylon—in the great city of the 
great Empire. He lived ina land of wealth, of splendour, of prosperity. But 
all the sp'endour of his surroundings did not cause Ezekiel to forget that he was 
in the Golah, that he was living in exile. Away from the sacredness of the Holy 
Land, away from the place where Divine teaching found its highest expression 
and realisation—in the great Babylon, he felt lonely and forsaken. Then he 
turned his eyes heavenwards, and Divine visions were revealed to him. Forgotten 
was the Exile! Forgoiten was his loneliness! The Heavens were opened and 
Divine bliss was showered upon him. He looked heavenwards, and he saw, with 
his spiritual eye, his arcestors standing at the foot of Mount Sinai receiving the 
law of God. The Divine voice rang through the Universe. God revealed Him- 
sei{ to Israel. The Torah was given and our people became the people of Divine 
revelation. The Exile disappeared. Ezekiel experienced that holiness which 
Moses experienced when he announced the Ten Commandments to Israel. He 
experienced that holiness which Isaiah experienced when the echo of the words 
“ Holy, Holy, Holy is the Lord of Hosts, the whole earth is full of His glory ” 
(Isaiah vi. 3) sent a ray of glorifying light throughout the Universe. The 
prophet felt that the hand of the Lord was upon him. “And the hand of the 
Lord was there upon him” (Ezekieli., 3). It was for Ezekiel a day of Divine 
Revelation, a day of Maittan Torah. 

We, too, celebrate the day of Divine Revelation. Year after year we 
celebrate the day of Shebuot, the day of Mattan Torah. The high and lofty 
ideals contained in Mattan Torah have not yet been realised. We are still in 
Exile. The spiritual Exile is the saddest Exile. What is all the prosperity, all 
the wealth, all the material progress, if the world is poor in noble ideals and lofty 
aspirations ? | 

But the Jewish year contains landmarks which do not allow the whole path 
of human life to become a path of the desert. Days come on which our hearts 
are stirred, on which we are, mentally, torn away from our present surroundings, 
days on which our eyes are opened and we are allowed to see Divine visions. 
Such a day is Shebuot, the Zeman Mattan Toratenu. Memories from the 
ancient past come down upon us, fill our hearts with joy, and elevate our whole 
inner being. We remind ourselves that on this day God revealed Himself to man- 
kind through Israel. We remind ourselves that our ancestors were given the

not curious that people outside Russia are always prone to mix up Anarchists and 
Nihilists with Socialism ? I answered my questioner by referring him to a state- 
ment made to me by a Russian Governor. This Tcsinovnik said to me on one 
occasion: ‘I am not astonished at the revolutionary attitude of the Russian Jews. 
Had I been a Russian Jew I would not only throw bomLs in the streets, I would 
throw myself upon every man who oppressed me and bite him, like a madman! ' 

“ It is easy to see then how the Kussian Jews allowed their haired of political 
oppression to spread to al! sorts of soc al oppression. That which has prevailed 
in Russia during the last quarter of a century or so has created a state of affairs 
probably unparalleled in the history of the world. In other countries, there 
have been here and there wealthy men—the late Joseph Fels was an example— 
who have been in favour of Jand nationalisation and social demecracy. Lat in 
Russia there are hundreds and thousands of the sons of those belonging to the 
wealthy bourgeoisie class who are extreme radicals with socialistic tendencies, 
preaching socialistic dcc:r ne. It is no exaggeration to say that the overwhelming 
majority of the educated Russian youth adhere to these teachings. 

“ The demand for Hebrew or Yiddish as the language of instruction might be 
bailed as an indication of Jewish consciousness,” admitted Dr. Jochelman, when 
our representative interpolated a query upon the point. “ Bot it only applies to 
elementary schools. In secondary schools and in the universities, whence will 
come the future leadets of the people, the language is Russian. Desices, the 
motive of the vast majority of those who support this linguistic demand for the 
elementary schools is purely of the utilitarian character. It is because the large 
majority of the Jewish children, especially in the Provinces, have but the 
slenderest notion of the Russian language. All tbat, however, will be different 
as soon as the restrictions against Jews attending the Russian schools are removed. 
The kn wledge of the Russian language will r pidly spread among the poorer 
classes, and in one or two generations the necessity for instructing children in 
Yiddish will disappear. 

THE FUTURE, 

“The Future? Well, it is obvious that those who would countcr the 
tendencies to which I have referred in Russian Jewry,” said Dr. Jochelman, 
“will specially devote themselv.s to the danger of assimilation, and it is 
clear that the Jewish policy must be to create condi.ions which would 
tend to prevent assimilation. The Age of Keasoh in France, wth its 
natural weakening of religious feelings, did not bring about the sacrilice 
cf the French people as a nation. Why’ Because the French peope 
were upon their own soil. So long as people live on their own soil as a majority, 
their existence as a nation is secured. The danger of assimilation for a small 
nation is in its being a minority planted in the midst of a vast majority. There 
is therefore but one solution—dZionism or Territorialism. There is, it seems to 
me, no other way. And the fact that Russian Jews have won their freedom, that 
the Russian Jew is at liberty and is not oppressed, that he is no longer to be 
st.fled amidst the asphyxiating conditions of the Pale of Settlement, renders the 


solution more urgent than ever. See, said Dr. Jochelman, with fierce energy, 
‘the shallowness with which some Jews read Jew sh politics. Here we have an 
instarce: Because the Russian Jew is free politically, they imagine there is no 


place and no need now for Zionism or Territorialism. The need to-day, in fact, 
is tenfold. But the Territorialism I have alwavs favoured is based upon the 
combination of the desirability of cbiaining tor Jews a territory with the 
possibility of populating it with hundreds of thousands of emigrants, and 
I had in my mind always, of course, those who would wish to leave cursed 
Russia—the cursed Russia of the past. If, however, there is no emigration from 
the biessed Iussia of to-day, | see no possibility of populating aterritory for Jews 
with Jews. 
SENDING JEWS TO SIBERIA. 

“There is thus a great deal in Mr. Zangwill’s suggestion of an Ito Settle- 
ment—a settlement for Jews in Siberia. It is a splendid country. Jews 
frightened to go there?” asked Dr. Jochelman, in response to a query by our 
Tepresenta:ive. “‘No, certainly not. Our people used to be sent there. They 
would go there now—and there is all the difference in the world between a 
migration within Russia and an emigration from Ruts:a. A migration of Jews 
within Russia there will be after the war, such as has never happened before. 
There are many reasons for me to say that. The war conditions of which Jews 
were the victims in the evacuation, the new conditions by which they can move 
freely about the country, all these will cause Jews to migrate. The task of the 
nationalist organisations in RKussiatherefore ought to be tostrengthen small Jewish 
communities in new places and to give them a possibility of erecting a number of 
Jewish national and cultural institutions. As to whether Siberia will prove an 
attraction to Jews sufficient to estab!ish there a great Jewish Settlement, 1 should 
not like to express an opinion.”

THE HISTORY OF MEDIAVAL JEWISH PHILOSOPHY. 


Dr. Isaac Husik had a rare opportunity of producing a classic of real 
historic significance. The thoughtful student, no ‘less than the general reader, 
has long been looking in vain and pining for a book of genuine worth on med «val 
Jewish philosophy. There are excellent monographs on icdividual philosophers, 
not readily accessible. There are competent articles on particular branches of 
thought, hidcen away in obscure reviews and periodicals. But anyone interested 
in the subject has been severely handicapped by the need of a bird's-eye view, 
not superficial in aspect, but scholarly in outlook, which should re-state and 
unify allthe results of past investigation and combine a critical estimate with 
accurate cxposition, To meet this want was Dr. Husik's task and chance when 
he wrote “ A History of Mediaeval Jewish Ph Josopby ” (Macmillan) 

How has he acquitted himself? The verdict will largely depend on the 
answer (o two questions : .{1) Does the title correctly fit the contents? 
Does the preface succeed in disarming criticism ? 

The question of the title, “A History of Medizeval Jewish Philosophy,” is, in 
this connection, one of extreme importance. For the authoc’s description of 
med'aval Jewish fiii/osophy ultimately resolves itself into an account of sore 
media val Jewish plitlosophers. Itistrae that there is an introduction of filty 
pages, giving a summary of the philosophic movement in mediaval Jewry, but 
this imtrodaction represents only one-eighth of the entire volame. The chapter 
on “ Maimonides” alone occupies seventy-five pages, one half longer than the 
introduction. Judged merely from this aspect, the work betrays a lack of pro- 
pcrtion. 

It may be difficult to separate philosophy from philosophers, and to divorce 
movements fronr men, bat it is no more permissible in philosophy than in any 
other department of tllought or life to evade a task because it is difficult, or to 
regard a problem as insoluble because it has not yet been solved. 

It 1s possible to trace the history of an idea, to expound its treatment by 
different thinkers, to show the connection between their reasoning, to indicate 
the variations in the development of the notion, and to «xamine the cause and 
cftect of age and environment on any theory. Turther, it is too often taken for 
granted that there is a conflict between religion and science, and that there is an 
antithesis between Judaism and philosophy. While we cannot ignore that much 
Jewish philosophy. consists of attempts to reconcile Judaism with an erfernal 
current system o! metaphysics, there is also an tifcrnal philosophy of Judaism, 
entirely independent of foreign currents. There is thus ample scope also for a 
Jewish Piiitlosophy from with n, which, in capable bands, can be successfully 
detached without any loss of vitality from the individual p/iilo ophiers 

Dr. Husik shares in a large measure the defect of most of bis predecessors in 
laying too much stress on the frequent, but ‘not mecessary or eternal, 
call for harmonising Judaism with philosophy. Tinis branch of inves- 
tigation must by no means be neglected, but it must not be allowed 
to overbalance the treatment of the whole subject and the whole periad 
Although, in a sense, human nature is fairly constant, and although the main 
problems of speculative inquiry and chief subjects of interest remain almost the 
same, it ts nevertheicss true that no two ages expsrience exactly the same need in 
tle same degree, or, if they do, the intellectual env-ronment may have so altered 
that there is clearly some modification in the form of the problem, or some appre 
ciable change in the relative emphasis on different points of quest. There has 
b-en a great lack of perspective in major attention being devoted to the media val 
Jewish philosophy, which owed its origin to its dependence on the necessity felt 
for harmonising Judaism with philosophy It may be readily conceded that 
some medwval Jewish philosophers did apply themselves to this study, 
Lut when we réad’ their writings now, they have to a very large extent 
lost their appeal to us. We only retain a sentimental or antiquarian 
interest in their efforts. The reason is not far to- seek. They were 
trying to reconcile a living and abiding Judaism with a _ passing 
system, and when the philosophy of the hour no longer held vogue, the 
attempted barmony of Judaism with that philosophy of the hour lost its hold and 
attraction. The language and method of this Jewish philosophy varies in its rela‘ion 
to the temporary supremacy of Aristotle, Kant or Bergson. But when Aristotle, 
Kant or Bergson become dethroned, their satellites or sycophants or apologis's in 
the camp of Judaism inevitably follow them into the domain of impotence or 
irrelevance or lack of interest and value. From this line of argument it would 
appear ob. ious thata Jewish work on mediaeval Jewish philosophy shouldrestore 
the balance and tell us more of internal Jewish philesophy, of the development 
of the Jewis/s philosopby of Judaism from within. Dr. Husik is’ not: jastified in 
assuming the universal validity of bis judgment that “the philosophical move- 
ment in medieval Jewry was the result of the desire and the necessity, felt by 
leaders of Jewish thought, of reconciling two apparently independent 
sources of truth” (Introduction, p. xiii), We have only to turn -to the 
author's account of Joseph Albo to provide chim with ‘his own 
refutation. “Joseph Albo, of Monreal in Aragon, is of litile importance 
asapilosopher. . . . Philosophy as such was not Albo’s forte, nor was it 
his chief interest. The purely philosophic interest was not strong'in his 
Ae ee The central interest in his age was-shifted. It was a time of 
religious disputations and forced conversions. . . He had to defend Judaism’ 
against Christianity. He had to show his own people that Judaism was the true 
religion, and Christianity spurious, Hence it was religion as such he had to 
investigate ” (pp. 406, 407). 

Hence to-day we can read Joseph Albo's treatise, Jtarin “Look of 
religious} Roots [dogmas|,” with greater sympathy than we can wade through 
Maimonides’ “ Guide of the Perplexed,” b>cause the rationalism of Maimonides 
is too closely intertwined with Aristotelianism, but the /¢’harim of Albo follows 
more carcfully the main lines of the inner evolution of Jewish philosophy unaffected 
by external systems of metaphysics. 

Dr. Hlusik pays due regard to Judah Halevi, but Judah Halevi richly deserves 
fuller justice than he receives in this volume, and we may quote Dr. Husik's 
verdict on his owncapter: “This characterisation of Judah Halevi's-attitude is 
brief and inadequate” (p. 151). Perhaps Judah Haleviis the most modern of 
mediaeval Jewish philosopbers. The explanation of this fact is easily found. He 
rejects the philosophy of his time in spite of his philosophic training. He is 
armed with the weapons of philosophy, but turns them against philosophy, and 
uses them in defence of Judaism. His mode of inqairy could with advantage be 
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In this striking novel the author has poartrayed with rare skill the lives and 
characters of a wealthy Polish-Jewish far ily resident in London. with wide- 
spread ramifications abroad. A dramatic book, lightened with delicious 
humour and written with ancommon insight.

imitated to-day. He does not start with a ready-made dogmaticgeneral princip'e, 
anc then draw his particular deductions. Ile begins with a patient investigation 
of particalars, and then shows how they lead up inductively to ageneral conclusion. 
He has learnt his science and his method from without, but the data he examines 
andsif:sarefrom Toputthesame thought differently, Judah Halevi: does 
not attempt to prove the validity of Judaism in relation to the philosophy of Ins 
day. Ye seeks to vindicate Judaism On its own holy ground. “ia Judah Halevi 
the poet got the better of the rationalist " (p. 150) 

To return from the illustrations to the main argument, while Dr. Husik 
presents interesting studies of some twenty medieval Jewish p/is/osofiiers, he bas 
not given us a succinct and satisfactory account of media-val Jewish: ; 
The contents of the book do not bear out the title. We have histories of scme 
med val Jewish p/i:/osopiiers, but not a history of Jewish rlosopiy, 
The author's Introduction unconsciously makes the same criticism snd naively 
telis the same tale. “ This brief sketch will suffice as an introduction to the 
detailed treatment of the in dividual philosophers” (introduc ion, p 

The second question which this work provokes is. Can an ingenious preface 
bs allowed to disarm adverse comment’ In the first place, the history of 
medieval Jewish philosophy is narrowed down toa history of med. »val Jewis) 
rationalistic philosophy. “I did not include anything that bas to co with 
mysticism or Kabbala.” (Preface, p. vui.) If a Shakespearian scholar writes & 
critical estimate of Hamlet, but deliberately ignores the Prince of Denmark, caa 
bis artful confession be allowed to suffice to save hini from the reader's judgment 
On the truncation of his thesis’ After all, our main interest js in the I’rince of 
Denmark, and we naturally cesent the incompleteness of the commentary. 
Similarly with Dr. Hasik. We cannot allow him to call his work “A History of 
Mediwval Jewish Philosophy,” and because of a sentence in the Preface curtly 
announcing the omission, permit him to refrain from including “anything that has 
to do with mysticism or Kabbala.” Our concern now is in the Kabbala, and does 
not: centre im ranonalism In spite of its vagaries and excrescences, there is 
something very fundamental aed perennial in Jewish mysticism, and we can 
realise wiry ‘it persists stronger than rationalism Mysticism responds to 
emotion, whereas rationalism appeals to thought, “and in the sphere of 
religion ~warm ‘feeling is bound in tbe long ru to assert its supremacy 
over ‘cold reason. Hence, “A Ilistory ‘of Medieval Jewish Philosophy” is 
seriously incomplete because of its entire neglect of mediarval Jew sh mysticism 
The author may be bold in limiting his treatment to mediaeval! Jewish ic 
philosophy, and rigorously excluding mrysticrsa: or Kabbala. but the better part 
of valour 1s a wise and fu// discretion, and the Preface will not induce the reader

to regard the book as a complete account of medieval Jewish philosophy There 
fore, alithat Dr. Husik can fairly claim is that he has written a comvetent 


description of “ Sore Jewish Rafionalistic Philosophers of the Middle Ages.’ 
To suth’a title, even the most uabending pedant would not demur.

by both the professional stadent and the general reader: and Dr Ilusik can rid 
himself of his fearthat in attempting to please the scholarand the layrtan he may

One of the deceased Captain's fellow-officers writes to Mr. Lionel! Gollin: “ His 
loss is great to this Battalion, for he was oneof the keenest officers we had, and 
was most energetic in looking after his Company. He and I had many happy 
times together, and as things turned out be lost his ‘life through looking after 
me. I had to makea patrol one night, and he voluntarily acted as covering party 
to me, though he said nothing about it. Whilst doing this he was unfortunately 
hit by a trench mortar shel!, and though he was carried down to the ambulance 
as quickly as possible, and ali that could be done was done, he died about four 
days afterwards. He died a noble death. 1 hope my end may be as fine as his.” 


Grovuse.—Capt. L. Prothero, writing to Mr. L. Grouse, 11, Oxford Gardens, 
North Kensington, whose son, l’rivate A. Grouse, was killed in action on the 
4th inst., says: He is buried close to the spot where he fell, jast behind the line 
he helped to defend. While with the Battery, your son always dd his cuty as a 
soldier, and did it well. He was cheerful under trying conditions, was always 
ready at any time to undertake any work necessary in the service of his country, 
and he will be sorely missed by all the Battery. 

DANZIGER. —2nd Lieut C. W. J. Danziger, who was severely wounded in 
the heavy fighting on May 12th, and who succumbed to his wounds on the 15th, 
was the only son of Mr. Marcus Danziger, Kersal, Manchester, one of the most 
respecied of its c:tizeps and the Treasurer ot the Manchester Congregation of Pritish 
Jews. He was educated ‘at the Manchester Grammar School and abroad, and 
only returned to England a few weeks prior to the outbreak of hostilities to enter 
his tather’s firm. He enlisted in September, 1914, went through the officers’ 
cadet course at Oxford, was gazetted to the Manchester Regt. in September, 
1916, and went to the front in December. He was only twenty years of age. 
By the death of 2nd- Lieut. Danziger, Manchester Regiment, Anglo-Jewry is the 
poorer for the loss of a brave officer, who was one of the best and one of the most 
loved of their young men. ‘' Charley, as he was to all of us, was an only son, 
the idol of his sorrowing father, a real favourite among his numerous friends. He 
was in the truest sense a spiendid type of an Englishman and Jew, 
combining the excellences of both. His nature was above all else lovable, 
and his loyal frankness, his cheeriness and extraordinary buoyancy made 
to all who met bim an irresistible appeal. He never hesitated ia the 
hour of his country s need, and it wasa strong sense of duty which made 
him join the forces shortly after the outbreak of the war. A young life full of 
noble seli-sacrifice and promise, with a heart fired by the true Jewish spirit, bas 
been cut down in i's tender years in the service of King and country. “ Charley” 
has indeed made the supreme sacr fice for right and freedom and died a hero's 
death. If there is any inspiration in the thought of a brief life rightly lived, of 
loving affection lavished on the dear ones ait bome, of loyalty to [friends and 
uprightness in all dealings, such inspiration his lifedeaves behind. To that host 
of friends bis death comes as a grievous shock and brings with it a sense of a 
personal and abiding loss. “May the Divine Comforter help the mourners to 
bear their great sorrow.” Jacos PHILLIPS 

ULLMaN.—Second-Lieut. Douglas M. Ullman, Royal Fusiliers, aged twenty- 

five years. eldest son of Mr. and Mis. Julics L. Uliman, of 87, Priory Road, 
Hampstead, was killed in action on April 23rd.

E. L. Lazarus, of Durban, S.A. The deceased soldier enlisted in August, 1915, 
and alter a preliminary stay in Egypt was sent to France in May, 1916. He was 
wounded in July, and on recovery returned to the front, where he remained tillhe 
received his [ital injury. Lance-Corpl. Lazarus was one of four brothers serving 
in the same Company, all of whom have been waunced, the remaining three— 
Pte. Cyril M. Lazarus (who has been awarded the Military Medal), Pte. Simeon 
Ciaude Lazarus, and Lance-Corp!. Raymond H, Lazarus—are now recuperating 
in England. The funeral took place, with full mila: y honours, on Friday last at 
Willesden Cemeiery. The Rev. H. Goodman, Vis:ting Minister to the South 
African Hospital, officiated. The Richmond Synagogue was represented by 
Messrs. M. Wiseman (Vice-President), M. llovsba (Hon. Secretary), and J. Kaby 
(a member of the Committec).

BERNSTEIN.—The death in action bas occurred of Pte. A. Bernstein, of the 
Liverpool Scottish K.L_.R. Pte. Bernstein resided with his parents at 19, Clarence 
Street, Liverpool, and was educated at the Hope Piace Hebrew School. The 
commanding officer of the company writes to Mrs. Bernstein: “I feel his loss 
very much, Since we left England he was ever most ‘obliging, and his first thought 
I am glad to say that his death was instantaneous, and 
you may be comforted to know that he did not die alone in pain and in need of 
anything. The burial service was conducted by Lieut.-Col. Cohen, officer com- 
manding K.L.R.” 

CHART.—News has been received of the death in France {rom wounds of 
Pie. Bennet Chart (Charitanski). He was one of many Russian orpbans who 
were brought to London after their parents bad been killed in pogrom. A well- 
known lady communal worker made the mothering of these orphan children ber 
task, and She placed Chart with a respectable Jewish family in the neighbourhood 
of New Cross. When he was old enough he was placed with a firm, and while in 
their employ he bore an unblemished character and was beloved by all at the 
business and in the home. He joined the Territorials before he was eighteen, 
and in due course was sent to the front. He was wounded last 
month, and every care was bestowed upon him in the hospital to which he 
was conveyed. Sister Ethel Kenna, writing to bis friends in London, says :— 
“He was so good and patient through it all. We were very fond of him, he was 
always so grateful for anything we did for him. He passed away in his sleep 
very quietly. _I bad been speaking to him only a few minutes before. 
brave soul and a brother anyone would be proud of.”"—-The Rev. Louis Morris, 
C.F., also writing to the same family, says: “I have heard how popular he was 
among his comrades, all of whom join in my expression of deepest sympatby. 1 
saw him many times in hospital and was deeply touched by the remarkable 
endurance and bravery he showed in fighting his pains. It is men of his type 
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that ennoble the name of Jew and Britisher. He was buried with full military 
honours and according to Jewish rite at E:aples Miliary Cemetery.” 


GOLDSTONE.—Pte. Max Goldstone, aged twenty-two, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
1. Goldstone, of 362, Cleethorpe Road, Grimsby, and the youngest of three sons 
On active service, isthe first Grimsby Jew who has fallen in action. He had 
previously been reported missing. His death came as a great blow to all who 
knew him. Of a quiet and peaceful disposition, high-souled and generous, he 
won the high esteem of everyone with whom he came in contact. He was a 
dutiful and loving son whose every thought was for his parents. tle has also 
proved a worthy and loyal son of Britain, who has made the supreme sacrifice 
and has given his young life courageously in defence of his country's cause.

Army Headquarters and Jewish Funeral-.

As th* question of his possible burial arose, an enquiry was sent by 
the D.A.A4.G., 7th Division, to the Rev. E. M. D. Cohen in Calcutta, esking for detailed 
instructions. Mr. Cohen replied with full instructions, incidentally mentioning that 
there were Rabbis in Calc itta, Poona, Cochin, Rangoon, and Karachi. In a second 
letter Mr. Cohen urged that the contents of his first letter should be represented to 
Army Headquarters as a mattes likely to be of interest to ail Divisiocal Commanders 
As a sequel, the Adjutant-G-eneral of India has communicated Mr. Cohen'sinsiructions to 
all G.O.C.'s of Divisions acd Brigades withan enquiry as to the number of Jewish soldiers 
per unit in each respective division or brigade. It is tobe hoped that as the result cf 
his enquiry a Jewish Chaplain for India will be ~ppointed.

A Cosmopolitan Congregation in Egypt. 


Writing to his parents, Mr. and Mrs. Israel Rose, of Cardiff, Cyclist Joseph 
Rose, Welsh Division Cyclist Corps, in the course of an interesting letter on his 
experiences in Cairo, says that in the synagogues he and his friend met men of 
practically every race and nationality. He met refugees from Palestine and men 
from every friendly Balkan State, and was particularily surprised at the number 
of Spanish and Italian Jews in Egypt. 


Passover in Irdia. 


A correspondent writes to us :— Ever since the beginning of the War the Calcutta 
Jewish Commun.ty has opened its doors to a!! Jewish members of H.M. Forces stationed 
m India. On the present occasion a record number of Jewish soldiers accepted 
Calcutta's hospitality, and a most enjoyable Passover was spent. There were filty-seven 
soldiers of all ranks. Among those present were Lieut. Biank, 1.A.R. (son of Mr 
Jo eph Blank, of Loadon), Lieut. Roikin (of Middlesborough), Capt. Leonard Monte. 
fore (son of Mr. Claude G. Montefiore), Capt. Cohen (Yorks), and members of the 
following units :—1/9.h Mi !diesex (3), Ist G.B. Yorks (2), D.[. 1. (2), Duke of Welling- 
ton's (2), Staffords (1), Borders (3), 10th Middlesex (1), A.I.F. (2), 25th County of London 
(33), and other units. Services were hsid in the Magen David Synagogue by the Rev. 
FE. M. D. Cohen, and in Rethal Synagogue by the Rev. S. Lanyado. On the seventh Day 
of Passcver a Military Parade Service was held in the Magen David Synagogue. The 
s¢rmon was preached by the Rev. E. M. D. Cohen, and the men of the Londons, con- 
ducted by Pte. S. Silverman, formed a choir, and chanted “ Mizmir Ledavid,” “En 
Kelohenu " and “ Yigdal."’ During the whole of the Feast, admirable arrangements for 
the comfort and feeding of the men were made by the Rev. E. M. D. Cohen. Many 
leaders of the Community, notably Mr. and Mrs. David Ezra, entertained them on 
Seder nights and on other days, and arranged interestiag parties. 

The Jewish men of the 1/9th Battalion the Middleex Regiment, stationed at Umbala, 
were prevented from accepting the hospitality of Calcutta Jews owing (> an unfortunate 
outbreak of measles. On no account wou'd the Senior Medical Officer allow them to 
Jeave. In these circumstances Passover arrangements were undertaken by Pte. Morley 
Dainow. He first of all obtxined special! privileges for Passover for the twelve Jewish 
men, who were given every fac'lity to observe Passover by Lieut.-Col. Blumfield, O.C. 
The Jewish men messed separately in a tent and did not draw ordicary rations. The 
Calcutta community kindly sent down three boxes of matzos: Mrs. E. M. D. Cohen 
sent matzo cakes, and the community paid the expenses of hiring new crockery, cutlery, 
and cooking vessels, and paid for the messing. Services were conducted on the first 
two and last two days by Pte. Morley Dainow, who also conducted the Seder night 
services, using the Rev. Michael Adler's book to advantage. These Seder nights and 
meals are probably the first ever held under the auspices of the British Army, and the 
men who took part will remember their Seder in an I.P. tent pitched in an Indian 
barrack square. The men who took part were Ptes. J]. E. D. Cohen, Lewis Herman,

PALESTINE’S FUTURE,.* 


By tre Rev. MORRIS JOSEPH, 

“And I will remember the land” (Leviticus xxvi., 42). “I will remember 
the land "—it isa striking utterance. Exiled Israel, turning in penitence to the 
Heavenly Father, will be» mercifully received: For Ged will remember His 
covenant with the patriarchs of ancient days, the covenant by which He bound 
Himself to take and keep their descendants for His people. But He will remember 
something else; He will remember the land, enjoying its Sabbaths indeed, but the 
Sabbaths of desolation; He will remember the land, idle, solitary, bereaved. It 
isa beautiful thought. Thevery soil is as a mother mourning for the children 
torn from her embrace, and God is mercifully mindfal of her as He is of the 
contrite exiles and of their fathers “that sleep in the dust.” The Rabbins put a 
simular interpretation upon the text and clothe it in a charming parable; It is like 
a king, they say, with three children, whom he gives into the charge of a hand-: 
maid, When he sends to inquire after the children he- graciously bethinks 
himself of the handmaid, and inquires after her likewise. The land is dear to 
God, for has it not nourished His sons? And when it mourns the loss of them 
He sorrows with it, 

I will remember the land "—an apt text for a present-day sermon; For the 
promise it breathes seems to be on the way to fulfilment. God: seems o be 
remembering Palestine now; “the time to have pity upon her; yea, the set time 
is surely come.” \Ve, at any rate, are thinking of her more intently than ever, 
asking ourselves what the approaching days have in store-for her and for her 
exiled people. And men generally are asking it too. At this moment British 
soldiers are fighting their way into the Holy Land, and the end of the war may 
see it under a justand clement-rule. Every humane heart must long for the 
benign change if only a fraction of recent reports about Turkish barbarity proves 
to be true, Hence the folly of the extremists in Russia, with their cry of “no 
annexation " as a condition of the coming peace. If the end of the war is to 
bring no territorial adjustments, no freedom for oppressed nationalities, then the 
old misgovernment of Palestine will begin anew, and the regeneration of the 
homeland of our race will be deferred again for many a weary decade. Humanity 
and justice alike protest against this abortive outcome of the fiercest of werid- 
struggles. If there is one section of the inhabitants of Valestine that especially 
deserves to dwell in peace and security it is the Jews, its historic owners, who 
“take pleasure in her stones, and have pty upon her dust.” 

The civilised world joins in the thought, But men are not casually thinking 
of Palestine now; they are planning its future, and in that future the Jews are to 
play a prominent part. What are we English Jews doing in regard to this ques- 
tion? Surely we shall not be content to remain idle in a matter of vital concern 
to us when the world at large is activ-ly busying itself with it.. What is to be 
done with Palestine when the war is ‘over? If it. is offered to us, ought we to 
accept it? Andif we ought, to what extent? If 

AN ORGANISED JEWISH SETTLEMENT 
on a large scale in the Holy Land is desirable, what shape ought: it to take > 
Some attempt must be made to crystal ise Jewish opinion on the question, or it 
will be solved without us, and possibly in a manner detrimental: to the true 
interests of Jewry. 

I assume that, even for us Reform Jews, Palestine is still a holy land, one 
fraught for us with sacred memories, dearer to us than any otber country 
save the land of.our birth. We-still retain some of the old love for it which 
moved the Psalmists to “ prefer Jerusalem above their chief joy,” and impelled 
their spiritual child Jebudah Halevi to express his soul and,.as the story tells, to 


breathe out his life, in a song of yearning for Zion. We still pray 
for the peace of Jerusalem».-We do more than this. “Lead us, 


O God,” we have asked this» very morning, “lead us securely to our 


land.” Lead us to our land—thiak of it, ye Englishmen of the Jewish 
persuasion! If these prayers are’ meaningless, let us be honest and strike 
them out of ourliturgy. But we have dsliberately retained them. What is this 
but. a confession that in Palestine there centre for us not only memories, but 
hopes, and that, in dreaming of the future of our race, we keep-a place in the 
vision for the land of our fathers given back to its natural owners and blessed 
once more by their renewed possession of it. : 

What destiny, then, do we desire for it? Many schemes for fashioning that 
destiny are fermenting in the minds of men, both Jew and Gentile—from the 
extreme Zionist programme, with its dream of a re-established Jewish State, to 
the far humbler idea of a greatly extended Jewish colonisation. If I am to 
express my own personal view, I would say that the less political the new Jewish 
order in Palestine proves to be the nearer it will approach the ideal ore. If we 
except the age of Solomon, it would, I think, be true to say that never has 
Israel been politically great among the nations. Hs greatness was to be of 
another kind; it was to be the unique greatness achievod by a people living for 
the God-idea and striving to enthrone it in the hearts of mankind at large. A 
nation we may still be; but we area nation, as the great Rabbi Saadyah said, 
in virtue of our religious ideals only. Itisa paradox, but upon «t is based the 
cardinal theory of Israel's election and mission. “ Ye shall be unto Me a kingdom 
of priests and a holy nation "—the words come aptly now when we are in s ght of 
Pentecost, with its reminder of the great Sinaitic charter. A later voice echoed 
the impress've truth: “This people which I have formed for Myself shall set 
forth My praise.” Israel was to be the one nation that had God for its King, and 
the divine doctrine for its constitutioa. To ask for a human sovereign wasa sin ; 
to live under the divine rule alone, and so to demonstrate the possibility of sucha 
life to the world, was the specific task of the elect people. Other nations might 
pursue aims of empire and aggrandisement ; God had chosen Israel for 1" mself, 
as the living witness to His existence and to the everlasting supremacy of the 
spiritual ideal. 

This fundamental thought must, it seems to me, determine, as that choice 
spirit, “ Achad Ha'am,” maintains, the character of the new order in Palestine, 
It must be essentially a spiritual order, and in the spiritual the intellectual is 
necessarily contained. This does: not: mean that the practical life should be 
ignored. The new Palestinian community must be duly organised and enjoy a 
certain measure of autonomy. The arts of. peace: must be diligently cultivated. 


Spoken at the West London Synagogue, Sabbath, May 19th. 
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Indus'ries must be encouraged, the countryside made to smile again. The land 
must have her children given back to her. But all this must be only the means 


_ to an end, the necessary condition of 


THE GROWTH OF THAT SPIRITUAL POWER, 
the exercise of which is Israel's lile-task and the one justification of his continued 
survival. 

In a word, Palestine must become more Jewish—more worthily Jewish— 
than it has been hitherto, with its mere handful of colonists and its larger com- 
pany of less desirable indwellers. There must be more Jews in it, enjoying a 
better social status, speaking their ancient language as their everyday tongue, and 
finding their highest purpose in the development and the dissemination of those 
characteristic ideas which, taking their ris: in the Bible, and informing the later 
literature, have come to bs included in the term “Jewish Culture.” Israel is 
still able to teach the world doc'rine which it greatly needs to learn, and he may 
teach that doctrine most effectively from a sMritual centre such as Palestine may 
afford. “From Zion the law will go forth, and the word of the Lord from 
Jerusalem.” It will go forth to the world, but to th: Jew als». Such a sp-ritual 
centre would help to quicken the Jewish consciousaess in the soul of the Jew all 
the world over. 

It is no easy project, and at least one serious objection may be urged agairs: 
it. To make Palestine truly Jewish, it may be argued, might conceivably imperi! 
the position of the Jew elsewhere. With a land of his own, he might come more 
p'ausibly than ever to be regarded as an a’ien in the land of hisbirth. Afewdcays 
ago som: Enylish people, sitting together in a public placs, began to speak about 
the Jewish question. “I hear,” said one of them, “that there is a talk of the 
Jews going back to Palestine after the war.” “I shall be delighted,” said 
another, “to. join in a subscription to pay their fares.” These people 
were obviously well educated and of good social standing. There is no doubt 
that anti-Jewish prejudice does linger on in the most civilised countries, and it ts 
possible thaz the realisation of the cry of * Palestins for the Jews” will strengthen 
it. “ These Jews,” it may be said, “have got their'own land now, let them go 
back to it.” But we must face this danger, as we bave braved many worse ones 
in the course of our troubled corporate life, hoping that a new era may bring in 
new and juster ideas. Against it we may set the blessings that will accrue both 
to mankind and to the Jew from a spiritual revival on Palestinian soil. From 
the hiiltep of Zion, as from an uplifted beacon, the light of religious truth and 
of noble thought will shed its radiance far and wide. All the sublime teachings 
and aspirations of our finest souls, uttered at intervals through the centuries, will 
be focussed and vivified ; a!! their yearnings after the higher life, more articulate 
and more impressive than of yore, will challenge the attention of men. And besides 
this there will be 

AN IDEAL COMMUNITY 

to teach its silent lesson by the powerful influence of example. It will be a 
community marked by exalted strivings, held together bv sacred interests, seeking 
peace and pursuing it. It will be an object lesson in the practicability of the 
ideal, applied to the lower life both of the individual and the State, a witness 
to the eternal tru:h of the prophetic words, “Not by power, nor by might, but 
by My Spirit, saith the Lord.” What greater benefit could we confer upoa the 
world than that which would flow from the establishment of such a community ’ 
What greater service could we render to Israel’? looted in Palestine, he would 
see his scions flourishing more mightily than ever in other lands. The Jew of the 
Diaspora would gain a new dignity, a greater worth, a larger esteem, in virtue of 
the nobility of the parent Israel. Palestine would inspire and uplift Western 
Jewry. Reversing Canning’s famous programme, we should call in the old 
world—the old world of the romantic age of the Bible—to redress the balance o; 
the new! Is it an idle dream? It need not be if Western Jewry will bu; 
remember the land—its present state, its pathetic call, its splendid potencies—and, 
remem bering—act. 


ENGLISH ZIONIST FEDERATION, 


SPECIAL CONFERENCE, 
THE BRITISH GOVERNMENT AND PALESTINE. 
IMPORTANT STATEMENT. 


About seventy delegates, representing over forty Societies from all over 
England, attended the special Conference wh.ch was convened by the English 
Zionist Federation, and was held last Sunday at Armfield’s Hotel, Finsbury, 
In addition to Zionist Society, the following bodies not afhliated to the Federa- 
tion, were by invitation of the Council, represented by delegate “ visitors ":—The 
Ancient Order of Maccabeans (represented by Mr. Herbert Bentwich, Mr. E. W. 
Rabbinowitz, Mr. Goldman, and Mr. Irgang), the Hahaluz Society, the Pa'estine 
Society, and the Poali Zion. Dr, C. WetzMann, President of the Federation, 
presided. Messages wishing success to the Conference were read from various 
Secieties and persons, including one from ‘‘Achad Haam."” The proceedings 
lasted throughout the day. 

DR. WEIZMANN'S STATEMENT, 

The CHAIRMAN (who, was received with applause), said:—It is gratifying 
for us to see that you have answered ourcall in such largenumbers. We only met 
recently, but events have been moving so rapidly that we found rt necessary to ca!! 
together an Extraordinary Conference in order to consider-matters of what we 
think to be of very great importance. Let me first of all bid a hearty welcome to 
some new members who have entered the Zionist organisation only recently. 
We are gladto see among us to-day ade'egate from Manchester, Mr. N Laski, 
who has been standing. in the midst.of Jewisls communal work the whole of his 
life. We knew that he was a friend of ours, but to-day he signifies it publicly by 
throwing in his lot with the Zionist movement. I think he has staked his money 
on a winner. (App'ause.) Now we shall, I think, mot waste much time in 
formalities ; we shall enter at once into the subject-matter of our meeting. The 
first item on the programme is the discussion of the political situation, and it is 
my task this morning to give you as complete an account of the situation of the 
movement as is possible under the circumstances. I must state at the outset that 
I am extremely sorry that it wi!l not ible to disclose everything in a publ:c 
meeting. You know that certain q°¢ as long as they are under discussion, 
are better not revealed (hear, hear), and FT shal! submit to the assembly that a 
Committee be elected out of the delegates present at this Conference, and 
to this Committee we are ready to submit all the documents and al! the questions, 
The Committee will have power and opporturity to discuss and criticise everything 
which has been done, and you, ladies and gentlemen, will have to rely on the 
report-which will be given to you by this Committee. 


) GRAVE AND GREAT EVENTS HAVE TAKEN PLACE 
since we met last—evenis which I hope will affect deeply the fate of Jewry al 


over the world. The first event of colossal magnitude was the Russian Revolution 
(Hear, hear.) By a miracle, in one night, the chains and fetters which have 
enslaved a great nation of 150,000,000 or 160,000,000 for centuries have been 
broken, and a free Russia hasemerged. 1t has become almost a current phrase 
in the Press that it was a “ bloodless” revolution, but those who know Russia, 
those who have lived in Russia, know very well that although the last act of the 
drama was comparatively bloodless, mych blood bas been poured out during many 
years, and it was this outpouring of blood which has prepared the dramatic 
developments that we witnessed three months ago. (Hear, bear.) And 
we Jews know that in this stream of blood there was a considerable fraction~a 
very considerable fraction—of Jewish” blood. (Hear, hear.) It was common 
knowledge in the years 1905 and 1906 that there was not a single Jewish family in 
Russia avhich had not paid a heavy toll, in the form of a son, or a Caughter, ora 
relative, to the Moloch of Russian Tsardom. All those Jews who have bought so 
dearly freedom for themselves and for the rest of Jewry will go down in history 
as heroes, ai saints; and hearty congratulations and wishes go out to al! those 
who have fought for the Russian Revolution, and to those who are going to carry 
on the work under the new régime. It is clear that an event like this cannot pass 
without convulsions, It.is marvellous that things should go on in Russia as they 
co now, but it is equally clear that the fate of Jewry, the fate of the Zionist move- 
ment, largely depends upon stab'e conditions in that part of the world, and 


it will be, | am sure, an honourable task for the Zionist organisation all over the 
world, and especially for our friends in Russia, to contribute as much as it is in 
their power to tl: stabilisation of conditions in Russia. (Hear, hear) Some of 


us—some of our friends even. and especially some of our opponents —were very 
quick in drawing conclus ons as to what would happen to 
THE ZLONIST MOVEMENT AFTER THE RUSSIAN REVOLUTION 
Now, they said, the greatest stimulus for the Zionist movement has been removed. 
Kussian Jewry is free. They do not need any refuges somewhere outside 
Russia—somewhere in Pales'ine. Nothing can be more superficial, and nothing 
can be more wrong than that. We have never built our Zionist movement on 
the sufterings of our people in Russia orelsewhere. Those suff-rings were never 
the cause of Zionism. The fundamental cause of Zionism was, and is, the 
ineradicable national striving of Jewry to have a home of its own—(hear, hear) — 
& matronal centre, a national home with a national Jewish life. And this 
remains now stronger than ever. A strong and free [tussian Jewry, which has 
not to employ most of itsenergy in battling for its daily cxistence—this strong 
and free Rusnan Jewry will appreciate more than -evér the strivings of the 
Zionist organisation, And truly we see it even now. Kaussian Jewry ss formulat- 
ing its national. demands in a proud, open, free way,. which may well serve 
as an example and an encouragement to the free “Western commanitiss of 
Jewry. (Hear,.ebear.) We have all read of meetings which have taken 
place all over Kussia, of a meeting which took place only recently in Moscow, 
and which was attended by 7,000 Jews. Many Western Jews could learn from 
these meetings howa free and proud Jew ought to speak. (Hear, hear) We 
therefore look forwa-d with confidence to the future of Zionism in Kussia 
Another fact of very great importance which will especially affect the Zionist 
movement, and with it the fate of Jewry, is the historic happenings in [alestine. 
The British Army entered lValestine, and, as we all hope and fervently wish, both 
as Zionists and as British citiz:ns, this Army will continue its victorious advance 
into the country, so that it may soon bs freed from a gézime which has contributed 
to the desolation and devastation of that part of the world. (Hear, hear). It is 
true that the extension of military operations in the Near East has unfortu- 
nately provoked the enemy to commit acts of cruelty and violence of which our 
pionecrs in I’alestine have been the first to sufter. 
THE NEWS FROM PALESTINE HEARTBREAKING 
Much of what we have done, done at great cost, much of which we were proud 
hesin ruins. The Zionist ofganisation, add the English Federation in partic ular. 
tried its best, as much as was in its power, to save what could be saved, and to 
relieve what could be relieved. It will be your duty, ladies and gentlemen, to 
discuss further measures which you may deem fit to take under these circum- 
stances. Lut all that, | am sure, was not unexpected, It was almost bound to 
come, and, heartrending as it is, t was not a surprise to any thinking Z onist— 
(hear, hear)—who watched events carefully. But let us be hopeful. Theancient 
word, PIFVO R¥* ILD “SD, may be truer now thanever. Outol this welter of biood 
and suffering there may come a better day, and, perhaps, a realisation of our 
hopes. (Hear, hear.) Now, what are our hopes’ How do we thiak they will 
be realised? Of course Ido not propose to prophesy to this assemb'y, but [ shall 
try to outline, as much as it ispossible,; what are our plans, and how we think we 
shall be able to carry them out. And before I do so, let me clear up one or 
two, what I may perhaps call misunderstandings, which may have arisen from 
wrong phraseology. One reads constantly in the Press and one hears from 
our friends, both Jewish and non-Jewish, that itis the endeavour of the Zionist 
movement immediately to create a Jewish State in Palestine. Our American 
friends went further than that, and they have even determined the form of this 
State, by advocating a Jewish Republic. While heartily welcoming all these 
demonstrations as a genuine manifestation of the Jewish national will, we cannot 
consider them as safe statesmanship. (Hear, hear.) Strong as the Zionist 
movement may be, full of enthusiasm as the Zionists may be at the present time, 
it must be obvious to everybody who stands in the midst of the work of the 
Zionist Organisation, and it must be admitted honestly and truly, that the 
conditions are not yet ripe for the setting up of a S:ate ad kor States 
must be built up slowly, gradually, systematically,.and patiently. We 
therefore say that while the creation of a Jewish Commonwealth 
in Palestine is our final ideal—an iJjeal for which the whole of the Zionist organi- 
sation is working—the way @® achieve it lies through a series of intermediary 
stages.

app's"se.) Our friend, chief, and leader, M. Sokolow, who, owing to important 
Zionist duties, is prevented from attending this meeting, has been both in France 
and in Italy, and from both these Governments he has received assurances of full 
sympathy and full support. One of the impcrtant problems to be considered in 
conjunction with the future settlement in Palestine is the delicate question of the 
holy places. I need hardly say, in this Jewish assembly, that we Jews will be 
meticu'ous!y and scrupulously careful to respect the sentiments of any 
religious group or sect in Palestine. (Hear, hear.) It is not for us 
to discuss how this complicated question, which forms an important 
point in international relations, is going to be settled. We trust 
to the fairness and justice of the nations which are going to build up a better 
world after this catastrophe, that they will see to it that the arrangements made 
are fair and satisfactory to every one. We have assurances from the highest 
Catholic circles that they will view with favour the establishment of a Jewish. 
national home in Palestine (applause), and from their religious point of view they 
see no objection to it and no reason why we should not be good neighbours. Aad 
good neighbours I hope weshall be.

PALESTINE’S FUTURE.* 


By tre Rev. MORRIS JOSEPH. 

“And I will remember the land” (Leviticus xxvi., 42). “I will remember 
the land "—it is a striking utterance. Exiled Israel, turning in penitence to the 
Heavenly Father, will be» mercifully received: For Ged will remember His 
covenant with the patriarchs of ancient days, the covenant by which He bound 
Himself to take and keep their descendants for His people. But He will remember 
something else; He will remember the land, enjoying its Sabbaths indeed, but the 
Sabbaths of desolation; He will remember the land, idle; solitary; bereaved. It 
is a beautiful thought. The very soil is as a mother mourning for the children 
torn frony her embrace; and God is mercifully mindftal of her as He is of the 
contrite exiles and of their fathers “that sleep in the dust.” The Rabbins put a 
similar interpretation upon the text and clothe it in a charming parable, It is like 
a king, they say, with three children, whom he gives into the charge of a hand- 
maid. When he sends to inquire after the children he graciously betbinks 
himself of the handmaid, and inquires after her likewise. The land is dear t@ 
God, for has it not nourished His sons? And when it mourns the loss of them 
He sorrows with it. 

“I will remember the land "—an apt text for a present-day sermon, 
promuse it breathes seems to be on the way to fulfilment. 
remembering Palestine now; “the time to bave pity upon her; yea, the set time 
is surely come.” \Ve, at any rate, are thinking of her more intently than ever, 
asking ourselves what the approaching days have in store-for her and for her 
exiled people. And men generally are asking it too. At this moment British 
soldiers are fighting their way into the Holy Land, and the end of the war may 
see it under a justand clement rule. Every humane, beart must long for the 
benign change if only a fraction of recent reports about Turkish barbarity proves 
to be true, Hence the folly of the extremists in Russia, with their cry of “no 
annexation " as a condition of the coming peace. If the end of the war is to 
bring no*territorial adjustments, no freedom for oppressed nationalities, then the 
old misgovernment of Palestine will begin anew, and the regeneration of the 
homeland of our race will be deferred again for many a weary decade. Humanity 
and justice alike protest against this abortive outcome of the fiercest of werld- 
struggles. If there is one section of the inhabitants of Palestine that especially 
deserves to dwell in peace and security it is the Jews, its historic owners, who 
‘take pleasure in her stones, and have pty upon her dust.” 

The civilised world joins in the thought, But men are not casually thinking 
of Palestine now ; they are planning its future, and in that fature the Jews are to 
play a prominent part. What are we English Jews doing in regard to this ques- 
tion? Surely we shall not be content to remain idle in a matter of vital concern 
to us when the world at large is activ-ly busying itself with it. What is to be 
done with Palestine when the war is over? If it is offered to us, ought we to 
accept it? Andif we ought, to what extent? If 

AN ORGANISED JEWISH SETTLEMENT 
on a large scale in the Holy Land is desirable, what shape ought it to take? 
Some attempt must be made to crystal ise Jewish opinion on the question, or it 
will be solved without us, and possibly in a manner detrimental to the true 
interests of Jewry. 

I assume that, even for us Reform Jews, Palestine is still a holy land, one 
fraught for us with sacred memories, dearer to us than any other country 
save the land. of our birth. We still retain some of the old love for it which 
moved the Psalmists to “prefer Jerusalem above their chief joy,” and impelled

For the 
God: seems o be 


their spiritual child Jebudah Halevi to express his soul and, as the story tells, to 


breathe out his life, in a song of yearning: for Zion. We still pray 
for the peace of Jerusalem. We do more than this. “Lead us, 
O God,” we have asked this very morning, “lead us securely to our 
land.” Lead us to our land—thiak of it, ye Englishmen of the Jewish 
persuasion! If these prayers are meaningless, let us be honest and strike 
them out of our liturgy. But we have dsliberately retained them. What is this 
but a confession that in Palestine there centre for us not only memories, but 
hopes, and that, in dreaming of the future of our race, we keep-a place in the 
visien for the land of our fathers given back to its natural owners and blessed 
once more by their renewed possession of it. 

What destiny, then, do we desire for it? Many schemes for fashioning that 
destiny are fermenting in the minds of men, both Jew and Gentile—{from the 
extreme Zionist programme, with its dream of a re-established Jewish Siate, to 
the far humbler idea of a greatly extended Jewish colonisation. If I am to 
express my own personal view, I would say that the less political the new Jewish 
order in Palestine proves to be the nearer it will approach the ideal ore. If we 
except the age of Solomon, it would, I think, be true to say that never has 
Israel been politically great amony the nations. Hs greatness was to be of 
another kind; it was to be the unique greatness; achieved by a people living for 
the God-idea and striving to enthrone it in the hearts of mankind at large. A 
nation we may still be; but we area nation, as the great Rabbi Saadyah said, 
in virtue of our religious ideals only. It isa paradox, but upon at is based the 
cardinal theory of Israel's election and mission. “ Ye shall be unto Me a kingdom 
of priests and a holy nation "—the words come apily now when we are in s ght of 
Pentecost, with its reminder of the great Sinaitic charter. A later voice echoed 
the impress've truth: “This people which I have formed for Myself shall set 
forth My praise.” Israel was to be the one nation that had God for its King, and 
the divine doctrine for its constitutioa. To ask for a human sovereign wasa sin ; 
to live under the divine rule alone, and so to demonstrate the possibility of such a 
life to the world, was the specific task of the elect people. Other nations might 
pursue aims of empire and aggrandisement ; God had chosen Israel for I mself, 
as the living witness to His existence and to the everlasting supremacy of the 
spiritual ideal. | 

This fundamental thought must, it seems to me, determine, as that choice 
spirit, “ Achad Ha'am,” maintains, the character of the new order in Palestine, 
It must be essentially a spiritual order, and in the spiritual the intellectual is 
necessarily contained. This does: not: mean that the practical life should be 
ignored. The new Palestinian community must be duly organised and enjoy a 
cestain measure of autonomy. The arts of. peace must be diligently caltivated,

must have her children given back to her. But all this must be only the means 


_ to an end, the necessary condition of ? 


THE GROWTH OF THAT SPIRITUAL POWER, 
the exercise of which is Israel's lile-task and the one justification of his continued 
survival. 

In a word, Palestine must become more Jewish—more worthily Jewish— 
than it has been hitherto, with its mere handful of colonists and its larger com- 
pany of less desirable indwellers. There must be more Jews in it, enjoying a 
better social status, speaking their ancient language as their everyday tongue, and 
finding their highest purpose in the development and the dissemination of those 
characteristic ideas which, taking their ris: in the Bible, and informing the later 
literature, have come to bs included in the term “Jewish Culture.” Israel is 
still able to teach the world doc'rine which it greatly needs to learn, and he may 
teach that doctrine most effectively from a sMritual centre such as Palestine may 
afford. “From Zion the law will go forth, and the word of the Lord from 
Jerusalem.” It will go forth to the world, but to ths Jew als», Such a sp-ritual 
centre would help to quicken the Jewish consciousness in the soul of the Jew all 
the world over. 

It is no easy project, and at least one serious objection may be urged agairs: 
it. To make Palestine truly Jewish, it may be argued, might conceivably imperil 
the position of the Jew elsewhere. With a land of his own, he might come more 
p'ausibly than ever to be regarded as an a’ien in the land of hisbirth. Afewdays 
ago some Enylish people, sitting together in a public placs, began to speak about 
the Jewish question. “I hear,” said one of them, “that there is a talk of the 
Jews going back to Palestine after the war.” “I shall be delighted,” said 
another, “to. join in a subscription to pay their fares.” These people 
were obviously wetl educated and of good social standing. There is no doubt 
that anti-Jewish prejudice does linger on in the most civilised countries, and it is 
possible thaz the realisation of the cry of Palestine for the Jews strengthen 
it. “| These Jews,” it may be said, “have got their own land now, let them go 
back to it.” But we must face this danger, as we bave braved many worse ones 
in the course of our troubled corporate life, hoping that a new era may bring .in 
new and juster ideas. Against it we may set the blessings that will accrue both 
to mankind and to the Jew from a spiritual revival on Palestinian soil. From 
the hilltop of Zion, as from an uplifted beacon, the light of religious truth and 
of noble thought will shed its radiance far and wide. All the sublime teachings 
and aspirations of our finest souls, uttered at intervals through the centuries, will 
be focussed and vivified ; a!] their yearnings after the higher life, more articulate 
and more impressive than of yore, will challenge theattentionof men. And besides 
this there will be 

AN IDEAL COMMUNITY 

to teach its silent lesson by the powerful influence of example. It will be a 
community marked by exalted strivings, held together bv sacred interests, seeking 
peace and pursuing it. It will be an object lesson in the practicability of the 
ideal, applied to the lower life both of the individual and the State, a witness 
to the eternal truth of the prophetic words, “Not by power, nor by might, but 
by My Spirit, saith the Lord.” What greater benefit could we confer upon the 
world than that which would flow from the establishment of such a community ” 
What greater service could we render to Israel? looted in Palestine, he would 
see his scions flourishing more mightily than ever in other lands. The Jew of tbe 
Diaspora would gain a new digmity, a greater worth, a larger esteem, in virtue of 
the nobility of the parent Israel. Palestine would inspire and uplift Western 
Jeury. Reversing Canning's famous programme, we should call in the old 
world—the old world of the romantic age of the Bible—to redress the balance of 
the new! Is it an idle dream? _ It need not be if Western Jewry will buy 
remember the land—its present state, its pathetic cal], its splendid potencies—and, 
remem bering—act. 


ENGLISH ZIONIST FEDERATION, 


SPECIAL CONFERENCE, 


THE BRITISH GOVERNMENT AND PALESTINE, 
IMPORTANT STATEMENT. 


About seventy delegates, representing over forty Societies from all over 
England, attended the special Conference wh.ch was convened by the English 
Zionist Federation, and was held last Sunday at Armfield's Hotel, Finsbury. 
In addition to Zionist Society, the following bodies not affiliated to the Federa- 
tion, were by invitation of the Council, represented by delegate “ visitors” :—The 
Ancient Order of Maccabeans (represented by Mr. Herbert Bentwich, Mr. E. W. 
Rabbinowitz, Mr. Goldman, and Mr. Irgang), the Halhaluz Society, the Palestine 
Society, and the Poali Zion. Dr. C. WEIZMANN, President of the Federation, 
presided. Messages wishing success to the Conference were read from various 
Secieties and persons, including one from “Achad Haam.” The proceedings 
lasted throughout the day. 


DR. WEIZMANN'S STATEMENT, 


The CHAIRMAN (who, was received with applause), said:—TIt is gratifying 
for us to see that you have answered ourcall insuch largenumbers. We only met 
recently, but events have been moving so rapidly that we foundit necessary to ca!l 
together an Extraordinary Conference in order to consider matters of what we 
think to be of very great importance. Let me first of all bid a hearty welcome to 
some new members who have entered the Zionist organisation only recently. 
We are glad to see among us to-day a de'egate from Manchester, Mr. N Laski, 
who bas been standing in the midst.of Jewis!: communal work the whole of his 
life. Weknew that he was a friend of ours, but to-day he signifies it publicly by 
throwing in his lot with the Zionist movement. I think he bas staked his money 
on a winner. (App'ause.) Now we shall, I think, not waste much time in 
formalities ; we sha!! enter at once into the subject-matter of our meeting. The 
first item on the programme is the discussion of the political situation, and it is 
my task this morning to give you as complete an account of the situation of the 
movement as is possib'e under the circumstances. I must state at the outset that 
I am extremely sorry that it wi!l not be ible to disclose everything in a publc 
meeting. You know that ceriain q eam as long as they are under discussion, 
are better not revealed (hear, hear), and PT shall submit to the assembly that a 
Committee be elected out of the delegates present at this Conference, and 
to this Committee we are ready to submit all the documents and all the questions, 
The Committee will bave power and opportucity to discuss and criticise everything 
which bas been done, and you, ladies and gentlemen, will have to rely on the 
report. which will be given to you by this Committee. | 


GRAVE AND GREAT EVENTS HAVE TAKEN PLACE : 
since we met last—events which I hope will affect deeply the fate of Jewry al;

over the world. The first event of colossal magnitude was the Russian Revolution 
(Hear, hear.) By a miracle, in one night, the chains and fetters which have 
enslaved a great nation of 150,000,000 or 160,000,000 for centuries bave been 
broken, and a free Russia has emerged. It has become almost a current phrase 
in the Press that it was a “ bloodless” revolution, but those who know Russia, 
those who have lived in Russia, know very well that although the last act of the 
drama was comparatively bloodless, mych blood has been poured out during many 
years, and it was this outpouring of blood. which has prepared the dramatic 
developments that we witnessed three months ago. (Hear, bear.) And 
we Jews know that in this stream of blood there was a considerable fraction—a 
very considerable fraction—of Jewish’ blood. (Hear, hear.) It was common 
knowledge in the years 1905 and 1906 that there was not a single Jewish family in 
Russia which had not paid a heavy toll, in the form of a son, or a Caughter, ora 
relative, to the Moloch of Russian Tsardom. All those Jews who have bought so 
dearly freedom for themselves and for the rest of Jewry will go down in history 
as heroes, ai saints; and hearty congratulations and wishes go out to all those 
who have fought for the Russian Revolution, and to those who are going to carry 
on the work under the new régime. It is clear that an event like this cannot pass 
without convulsions. It is marvellous that things should go on in Russia as they 
co now, but it is equally clear that the fate of Jewry, the fate of the Zionist move- 
ment, largely depends upon stab'e conditions in that part of the world, and 
it will be, lam sure, an honourable task for the Zionist organisation all over the 
world, and especia'ly for our friends in Russia, to contribute as much as it is im 
their power to th» stabilisiution of conditions in Russia. (Hear, hear) Some of 
wis—some of our friends even. and especially some of our opponents —were very 
quick in drawing conclusons as to what would happen to 


| THE ZIONIST MOVEMENT APTER THE RUSSIAN REVOLUTION, 
Now, they said, the greatest stimulus for the Zionist movement has been removed. 
Kussian Jewry is free. They do not need any refuges somewhere outside 
Russia—somewhere in Pales‘ine. Nothing can be more superficial, and nothing 
can be more wrong than that. We have never built our Zionist movement on 
the sufferings of our people in Russia orelsewhere. Those suftsrings were never 
the cruse of Zionism. The fundamental cause of Zionism was, and is, the 
ineradicable national striving of Jewry to have a home of its own—(hear, hear) — 
& matronal centre, a national home with a national Jewish life. And this 
remains now stronger than ever. A strong and free Russian Jewry, which has 
not to employ most of its energy in batiling for its daily cxistence—this strong 


and free Russan Jewry will appreciate more than ever the strivings of the 


Zionist organisation, And truly we see it even now. Russian Jewry is formatat- 
ing its national. demands in a proud, open, free way, which may well serve 
as an example and an encouragement to the free “Western conmmmanitiss of 
Jewry. (Hear, sbear.) We bave all read of meetings which have taken 
place all over Kussia, of a meeting which took place only recently in Moscow, 
and which was attended by 7,000 Jews. Many Western Jews could learn from 
these meetings how a free and proud Jew ought to speak. (Hear, hear) We 
therefore look forwa-d with confidence to the future of Zionism in Kussia. 
Another fact of very great importance which will especially affect the Zionist 
movement, and with it the fate of Jewry, is the historic happenings in [alestine. 
The British Army entered lalestine, and, as we all hope and fervently wish, both 
as Zionists and as [British citiz:ns, this Army will continue its victorious advance 
into the country, so that it may soon bs freed from a gézime which has contributed 


to the desolation and devastation of that part of the world. (Hear, hear). It is 


true that the extension of military operations in the Near East has unfortu- 
nately provoked the enemy to commit acts of cruelty and violence of which our 
pioneers in l’alestine have been the first to sufter. 


THE NEWS FROM PALESTINE HEARTBREAKING 
Much of what we have done, done at great cost, much of which we were proud 
lies im ruins. The Zionist organisation, and the English Federation in particular 


tried its best, as much as was ia its power, to save what could be saved, and to’ 


relieve what could be relieved. It will be your duty, ladies and gentlemen, to 
discuss further measures which you may deem fit to take under these circum- 
stances, Lut ali that, l am sure, was not unexpected. It was almost bound to 
come, and, heartrending as it is, it was not a surprise to any thinking Z:onist— 
(hear, hear)—who watched events.carefully. But let us be hopeful. Theancient 
word, PV R¥* TPS “SD, may be truer now thanever. Outofl this welter of blood 
and suffering there may come a better day, and, perhaps, a realisation of our 
hopes. (Hear, hear.) Now, what are our hopes’ Ilow do we thiak they will 
be realised? Of.courseI do not propose to prophesy to this assemb'y, but I shail 
try to outline, as much as it is possible, what are our pians, and how we think we 
shall be able to carry them out. And before I do so, let me clearup one or 
two, what I may perhaps call misunderstandings, which may have arisen from 
wrong phraseology. One reads constantly in the Press and one hears from 
our friends, both Jewish and non-Jewish, that itis the endeavour of the Zionist 
movement immediately to create a Jewish State in Palestine. Our American 
friends went further than that, and they have even determined the form of this 
Siate, by advocating a Jewish Republic. While heartily welcoming all these 
demonstrations as a genuine manifestation of the Jewish national will, we cannot 
consider them as safe statesmanship. (Hear, hear.) Strong as the Zionist 
movement may be, full of enthusiasm as the Zionists may be at the present time, 
it must be obvious to everybody who stands in the midst of the work of the 
Zionist organisation, and it must be admitted honestly and truly, that the 
conditions are not yet ripe for the setting up of a S:ate ad kor States 
must be built up slowly, gradually, systematica!lly,.and patiently. We 
therefore say that while the creation of a Jewish Commonwealth 
in Palestine is our final ideal—an ideal for which the whole o/ the Zionist organi- 
sation. is working—the way @ achieve it lies through a series of intermediary 
stages. And one of those intermediary stages, which I hope is going to come 
about asaresult of thiswar,-is that the fair country of Palestine will be pro- 
tected by such a mighty and a just Power as Great Britain. Under the zis of 
this Power, Jews will be able to develop. and they will get the meascre of self- 
government which they deserve. (Applause.) I am entitled to state in this 
assembly that 
HIS MAJESTY'S GOVERNMENT IS READY TO SUPPORT OUR PLANS. 

I would further like to add that-the-support of the British Government, when 
given, will. be.in conjunction. and agreement with the Allied Powers. (Loud 
app'g'se.) Our friend, chief, and leader, M. Sokolow, who, owing to important 
Zionist duties, is prevented from attending this meeting, has been both in France 
and in Italy, and from both these Governments he has received assurances of full 
sympathy and full support. One of the impocrtant problems to be considered in 
conjunction with the future settlement in Palestine is the delicate question of the 
holy places. I need hardly say, in this Jewish assembly, that we Jews will be 
meticu'ous!y and scrupulously careful to respect the sentiments of any 
religious group or sect in Palestine. (Hear, hear.) It is not for us 
to discuss how this complicated question, which forms an important 
point in international relations, is going to be settled. We trust 
to the fairness and justice of the nations which are going to build up a better 
world after this catastrophe, that they will see to it that the arrangements made 
are fair and satisfactory to every one. We have assurances from the highest 
Catholic circles that they will view with favour the establishment of a Jewish. 
national home in Palestine (applause), and from their religious point of view they 
see no objection to it and no reason why we should not be good neighbours. Aad 
good neighbours I hope we shall be. (Hear, hear.) Let us now turn our attea- 
tion for a few minutes tothe internal situation.

PALESTINE’S FUTURE.* 


By tre Rev. MORRIS JOSEPH. 

“And I will remember the land” (Leviticus xxvi., 42). “I will remember 
the land "—it is a striking utterance. Exiled Israel, turning in penitence to the 
Heavenly Father, will be» mercifully received: For Ged will remember His 
covenant with the patriarchs of ancient days, the covenant by which He bound 
Himself to take and keep their descendants for His people. But He will remember 
something else; He will remember. the land, enjoying its Sabbaths indeed, but the 
Sabbaths of desolation; He will remember the land, idle; solitary; bereaved. It 
is a beautiful thought. The-very soil is-as a mother mourning for the children 
torn from» her embrace; and God is mercifully mindfal of her as He is of the 
contrite exiles and of their fathers “that sleep in the dust.” The Rabbins put a 
simular interpretation upon the text and clothe it in acharming parable, It is like 
a king, they say, with three children, whom he gives into the charge of a hand- 
maid. When he sends to inquire after the children he graciously bethinks 
himself of the handmaid, and inquires after her likewise, The land is dear to 
God, for has it not nourished His sons? And‘when it mourns the loss of them 
He sorrows with it. 

“1 will remember the land "—an apt text for a present-day sermon, For the 
promise it breathes seems to be on. the way to fulfilment: God seems o be 
remembering Palestine now; “the time to have pity upon her; yea, the set time 
is surely come.” \Ve, at any rate, are thinking of her more intently than ever, 
asking ourselves what the approaching days have in store-for her and for her 
exiled people. And men generally are asking it too. At this moment British 
soldiers are fighting their way into the Holy Land, and the end of the war may 
see it under a justand clement rule. Every humane heart must long for the 
benign change if only a fraction of recent reports about Turkish barbarity proves 
to be true, Hence the folly of the extremists in Russia, with their cry of “no 
annexation ” as a condition of the coming peace. If the end of the war is to 
bring no territorial adjustments, no freedom for oppressed nationalities, then the 
old misgovernment of Palestine will begin anew, and the regeneration of the 
homeland of our race will be deferred again for many a weary decade. Humanity 
and justice alike protest against this abortive outcome of the fiercest of wcrid- 
struggles. If there is one section of the inhabitants of Valestine that especially 
deserves to dwell in peace and security it is the Jews, its historic owners, who 
‘take pleasure in her stones, and have pty tpon her dust.” 

The civilised world joins in the thought: But men are not casually thinking 
of Palestine now ; they are planning its future, and in tbat future the Jews are to 
play a prominent part. What are we English Jews doing in regard to this ques- 
tion? Surely we shall not be content to remain idle in a matter of vital concern 
to us when the world at large is activ-ly busying itself with it. What is to be 
done with Palestine when the war is over? If it is offered to us, ought .we to 
acceptit? And if we ought, to what extent? If 

AN ORGANISED JEWISH SETTLEVENT 
on a large scale in the Holy Land is desirable, what shape ought it to take? 
Some attempt must be made to crystal ise Jewish opinion on the question, or it 
will be solved without us, and possibly in a manner detrimental: to the true 
interests of Jewry. 

I assume that, even for us Reform Jews, Palestine is still a holy land, one 
fraught for us with sacred’ memories, dearer to us than any other country 
save the land of our birth. We-still retain some of the old love for it which 
moved the Psalmists to “ prefer Jerusalem above their: chief joy,” and impelled 
their spiritual child Jebudah Halevi to express his soul and,.as the story tells, to 


breathe out his life, in a song of yearning for Zion. We still pray 
for the peace of Jerusalem. We do more than this. “Lead us, 
O God,” we have asked this very morning, “lead us securely to our 


land.” Lead us to our land—thiak of it, ye Englishmen of the Jewish 
persuasion! If these prayers are meaningless, let us be honest and strike 
them out of our liturgy. But we have deliberately retained them. . What is this 
but a confession that in Palestine there centre for us not only memories, but 
hopes, and that, in dreaming of the future of our race, we keep-a place in the 
vision for the land of our fathers given back to its natural owners and blessed 
once more by their renewed possession of it. 

What destiny, then, do we desire for it? Many schemes for fashioning that 
destiny are fermenting in the minds of men, both Jew and Gentile—from the 
extreme Zionist programme, with its dream of a re-established Jewish State, to 
the far humbler idea of a greatly extended Jewish colonisation. If I am to 
express my own personal view, I would say that the less political the new Jewish 
order in Palestine proves to be the nearer it will approach the ideal ore. If we 
except the age of Solomon, it would, I think, be true to say that never has 
Israel been politically great among the nations. Hs greatness was to be of 
another kind; it was to be the unique greatness achieved by a people living for 
the God-idea and striving to enthrone it in the hearts of mankind at large. A 
nation we may still be; but we area nation, as the great Rabbi Saadyah said, 
in virtue of our religious ideals only. It isa paradox, but upon at is based the 
cardinal theory of Israel's election and mission. “ Ye shall be unto Me a kingdom 
of priests and a holy nation "—the words come aptly. now when we are in s ght of 
Pentecost, with its reminder of the great Sinaitic charter. A later voice echoed 
the impress've truth: “This people which I have formed for Myself shall set 
forth My praise.” Israel-was to be the one nation that had God for its King, and 
the divine doctrine for its constitutioa. To ask for a human sovereign wasa sin ; 
to live under the divine rule alone, and so to demonstrate the possibility of such a 
life to the world, was the specific task of the elect people. Other nations might 
pursue aims of empire and aggrandisement ; God had chosen Israel for I‘ mself, 
as the living witness to His existence and to the everlasting supremacy of the 
spiritual ideal. | 

This fundamental! thought must, it seems to me, determine, as that choice 
spirit, “ Achad Ha'am,” maintains, the character of the n+w order in Palestine, 
It must be essentially a spiritual order, and in the spiritual tbe intellectual is 
necessarily contained. This does, not: mean that the practical life should be 
ignored. The new Palestinian community must be duly organised and enjoy a 
certain measure of autonomy. The arts of. peace must-be diligently coltivated, 
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The land 
But all this must be only the means

_ to an end, the necessary condition of 


THE GROWTH OF THAT SPIRITUAL POWER, 
the exercise of which is Israel's lile-task and the one justification of his continued 
survival, 

In a word, Palestine must become more Jewish—more worthily Jewish— 
than it has been hitherto, with its mere handful of colonists and its larger com- 
pany of less desirable indwellers. There must be more Jews in it, enjoying a 
better social status, speaking their ancient language as their everyday tongue, and 
finding their highest purpose in the development and the dissemination of those 
characteristic ideas which, taking their ris in the Bible, and informing the later 
literature, have come to bs included in the term “Jewish Culture.” Israel is 
still able to teach the world doc'rine which it greatly needs to learn, and he may 
teach that doctrine most effectively from a sMritual centre such as Palestine may 
afford. “From Zion the law’will go forth, and the word of .the Lord from 
Jerusalem.” It will go forth to the world, but to th: Jew als». Such a sp-ritual 
centre would help to quicken the Jewish consciousness in the soul of the Jew all 
the world over. 

It is no easy project, and at least one serious objection may be urged agaics: 
it. To make Palestine traly Jewish, it may be argued, might conceivably imperi! 
the position of the Jew elsewhere. With a land of lis own, he might come more 
p'ausibly than ever to be regarded as an a'ien in the land of hisbirth. Afewdays 
ago some Enylish people, sitting together in a public placs, began to speak about 
the Jewish question. “I hear,” said one of them, “that there is a talk of the 
Jews going back to’ Palestine after the war.” “I shall be delighted,” said 
another, “to. join in a subscription to pay their fares.” These people 
were obviously well educated and of good social standing. There is no doubt 
that anti-Jewish prejudice does linger on in the most civilised countries, and it is 
possible that the realisation of the cry of *‘ Palestins for the Jews” wr!il strengthen 
it. “ These Jews,” it may be said, “have got their own land now, let them go 
back to it.” But we must face this danger, as we have braved many worse ones 
in the course of our troubled corporate life, hoping that a new era may bring in 
new and juster ideas. Against it we may set the blessings that will accrue both 
to. mankind and to the Jew from a spiritual revival on Palestinian soil. From 
the hilltop of Zion, as from an uplifted beacon, the light of religious truth and 
of noble thought will shed its radiance far and wide. All the sublime teachings 
and aspirations of our finest souls, uttered at intervals through the centuries, wil! 
be focussed and vivified ; a!! their yearniqgs after the higher life, more articulate 
and more impressive than of yore, will challenge the attention of men. And besides 
this there will be — 

AN IDEAL COMMUNITY 

to teach its silent lesson by the powerful influence of example. It will be a 
community marked by exalted strivings, held together by sacred interests, seeking 
peace and pursuing it. It will be an object lesson in the practicability of the 
ideal, applied to the lower life both of the individual and the State, a witness 
to the eternal truth of the prophetic words, “ Not by power, nor by might, bat 
by My Spirit, saith the Lord.” What greater benefit could we confer upon the 
world than that which would flow from the establishment of such a community ’” 
What greater service could we render to Israel’? l[Kooted in Palestine, he would 
see his scions flourishing more mightily than ever in other lands. The Jew of tbe 
Diaspora would gain a new dignity, a greater worth, a larger esteem, in virtue of 
the nobility of the parent Israel. Palestine would inspire and uplift Western 
Jewry. Reversing Canning's famous programme, we should call in the old 
world—the old world of the romantic age of the Bible—to redress the balance of 
the new! Is it an idle dream? It need not be if Western Jewry will bu; 
remember the land—its present state, its pathetic call, its splendid potencies—and, 
remem bering—act.

SPECIAL CONFERENCE, 


THE BRITISH GOVERNMENT AND PALESTINE. 
IMPORTANT STATEMENT. 


About seventy delegates, representing over forty Societies from all over 
England, attended the special Conference wh.ch was convened by the English 
Zionist Federation, atd was held last Sunday at Armfield's Hotel, Finsbury. 
In addition to Zionist Society, the following bodies not athliated to the Federa- 
tion, were by invitation of the Council, represented by delegate “visitors” :—The 
Ancient Order of Maccabeans (represented by Mr. Herbert Bentwich, Mr. E. W. 
Rabbinowitz, Mr. Go!dman, and Mr. Irgang), the Halhaluz Society, the Palestine 
Society, and the Poali Zion. Dr, C: WEIZMANN, President of the Federation, 
presided. Messages wishing success to the Conference were read from various 
Secieties and persons, including one from “‘Achad Haam." The proceedings 
lasted throughout the day. 

DR. WEIZMANN'S STATEMENT, 

The CHAIRMAN (who, was received with applause), said:—It is gratifying 
for us to see that you have answered ourcall insuch largenumbers. We only met 
recently, but events have been moving so rapidly that we foundit necessary to ca!! 
together an Extraordinary Conference in order to consider matters of what we 
think to be of very great importance. Let me first of all bid a hearty welcome to 
some new members who have entered the Zionist organisation only recently. 


We are glad to see among us to-day ade'egate from Manchester, Mr. Laski, 


‘since we met last—events which I hope will affect deeply the fate of Jewry aly 


who has been standing.in the midst of Jewis!: communal work the whole of his 
life. Weknew that he was a friend of ours, but to-day hs signifies it publicly by 
throwing in his lot with the Zionist movement. I think he bas staked his money 
on a winner. (App'ause.) Now we shall, I think, not waste much time in 
formalities ; we shal! enter at once into the subject-matter of our meeting. The 
first item on the ptozramme is the discussion of the political situation, and it is 
my task this morning to give you as complete an account of the situation of the 
movement as is possible under the circumstances. I must state at the outset that 
I am extremely sorry that it will not b ible to disclose everything in a publ.c 
meeting. You know that certain q: as long as they are under discussion, 
are better not revealed (hear, hear), and Po sball submit to the assembly that a

over the world. The first event of colossal magnitude was the Russian Revolution 
(Hear, hear.) By a miracle, in one night, the chains and fetters which have 
enslaved a great nation of 150,000,000 or 160,000,000 for centuries bave been 
broken, and a free Russia has emerged. 1t has become almost a current phrase 
in the Press that it was a “ bloodless” revolution, but those who know Russia, 
those who have lived in Russia, know very well that although the last act of the 
drama was comparatively bloodless, mych blood has been poured out during many 
yeats, and it was this outpouring of blood which has prepared the dramatic 
developments that we witnessed three months ago. (Hear, hear.) And 
we Jews know that in this stream of blood there was a considerable fraction=a 
very considerable fraction—of Jewish” blood. (Hear, hear.) It wa¢ common 
knowledge in the years 1905 and 1906 that there was not a single Jewis! family in 
Russia which had not paid a heavy toll, in the form of a son, or a Caughter, ora 
relative, to the Moloch of Russian Tsardom. All those Jews who have bought so 
dearly freedom for themselves ‘and for the rest of Jewry will go down in history 
as heroes, as saints; and hearty congratulations and wishes go out to al! those 
who have fought for the Russian Revolution, and to those who are going to carry 
on the work under the new régime. It is clear that an event like this cannot pass 
without convulsions. It is marvellous that things should go on in Russia as they 
co now, but it is equally clear that the fate of Jewry, the fate of the Zionist move- 
ment, largely depends upon stab'e conditions in that part of the world, and 
it.-will be, | am sure, an honourable task for the Zionist organisation all over the 
world, aad especially for our friends in Russia, to contribute as much as it is in 
their power to th» stabilisation of conditions ia Russia. (Hear, hear} Some of 
us—some of our friends even, and especially some of our opponents —were very 
quick in drawing conclus ons as to what would happen to 


THE ZiONIST MOVEMENT AFTER THE RUSSIAN REVOLUTION. 


Now, they said, the greatest stimulus for the Zionist movement has been removed. 
Kussian Jewry is free. They do not need any refuges somewhere outside 
Russia—somewhere in Pales'ine. Nothing can be more superficial, and nothing 
can be more wrong than that. We have never built our Zionist movement on 
the sufterings of our people in Russia orelsewhere. Those suffsrings were never 
the cause of Zionism. The fundamental cause of Zionism was, and is, the 
ineradicable national striving of Jewry to have a home of iis own—(hear, hear) — 
& matronal centre, a national home with a national Jewish life. And this 
remains now stronger than ever. A strong and free [Russian Jewry, which has 
not to employ most of itsenergy in battling for its daily cxistence—this strong 


‘and free Russan Jewry will appreciate more than-ever the strivings of the 


Zionist organisation, And truly we see iteven now. Russian Jewry:is formutat- 
ing its national_demands in a proud, open, free way». which may well serve 
as an example and an encouragement to the free “Western -commanitiss of 
(Hear, sbear.) We have all read of meetings which have 
place all over Kussia, of a meeting which took place only recently in Moscow, 
and which was attended by 7,000 Jews. Many Western Jews could learn from 
these meetings howa free and proud Jew ought to speak. (Hear, bear) We 
therefore look forwa-d with confidence to the future of Zionism in Russia 

Another fact of very great importance which will especially affect the Zionist 
movement, and with it the fate of Jewry, is the historic happenings in [alestine. 
The British Army entered lalestine, and, as we all hope and fervently wish, both 
as Zionists and as Lritish citiz2ns, this Army will continue its victorious advance 
into the country, so that it may soon bs freed from a gézime which has contributed 
to the desolation and devastation of that part of the world. (Hear, hear) It is 
true that the extension of military operations in the Near East has unfortu- 
nately provoked the enemy to commit acts of cruelty and violence of which our 
pioneers in l’alestine have been the first to sutter. 

TUE NEWS FROM PALESTINE IS HEARTBREAKING 

Much of what we have done, done at great cost, much of which we were proud 

hes in ruins, . The Zionist organisation, and the English Federation in partic ular. 
tried its best, as much as was in its power, to save what could be saved, and to 
relieve what could be relieved. It will be your duty, ladies and gentlemen, to 
discuss further measures which you may deem fit to take under these circum- 
stances. Lut all that, lam sure, was not unexpected. It was almost bound to 
come, and, heartrending as it is, it was not a surprise to any thinking 7 :onist— 
(hear, hear)—who watched events carefully. But let usbe hopeful. Theancient 
word, PWV RY" YD “SD, may be truer now thanever. Outol this welter of blood 
and suffering there may come a better day, and, perhaps, a realisation of our 
hopes. (Hear, hear.) Now, whatare our hopes’? Ilow do we thiak they will 
be realised? Of courseI do not propose to prophesy to this assemb'y, but I shall 
try to outline, as much as it ispossible, what are our plans, and how we think we 
shall be ab!e to carry them out. © And before I do so, let me clearup one or 
two, what | may perhaps call misunderstandings, which may have arisen from 
wrong phraseology. One reads constantly in the Press and one hears from 
our friends, both Jewish and non-Jewish, that itis the endeavour of the Zionist 
movement immediately to create a Jewish State in Palestine. Our American 
friends went further than that, and they have even determined the form of this 
State, by advocating a Jewish Republic. While heartily welcoming all these 
demonstrations as a genuine manifestation of the Jewish national will, we cannot 
consider them as safe statesmanship. (Hear, hear.) . Strong as the Zionist 
movement may be, full of enthusiasm as the Zionists may be at the present time, 
it must be obvious to everybody who stands in the midst of the work of the 
Zionist organisation, and it must be admitted: honestly and truly, that the 


conditions are not yet ripe for the setting up of a S:ate ad kor. States 
must be built up slowly, gradually, systematically,.and patiently. We 
therefore say that while the creation of a Jewish Commonwealth 


in Palestine is our fiaal ideal—an ideal for which the whole of the Zionist organi- 
sation. is working—the way @ acireve it lies through a series of intermediary 
stages. And one of those intermediary stages, which | hope is going to come 
about as a result of this -war,-isthat the fair country of Palestine will. be pro- 
tected by such a mighty and a just Power as Great Britain. Under the zis of 
this Power, Jews will be able to develop. and they will get the measure of self- 
government which they deserve. (Applause.) I am entitled to state in this 
assembly that 
HIS MAJESTY'S GOVERNMENT IS READY TO SUPPORT OUR PLANS. 

I would further like to add that-the-support of the British Government, when 


(Loud 
app's'se.) Our friend, chief, and leader, M. Sokolow, who, owing to important 
Zionist duties, is prevented from attending this meeting, has been both in France 
and in Italy, and from both these Governments ‘ie has received assurances of full 
sympathy and full support. One of the imp-ertant problems to be considered in 
conjunction with the future settlement in Palestine is the delicate question of the 
holy places. I need hardly say, inthis Jewish assembly, that we Jews will be 
meticu'ous!y and scrupulously careful to respect the sentiments of any 


religious group or sect in Palestine. (Hear, bear.) It is not for us 
to discuss how this complicated question, which forms an important 
point in international relations, is going to be settled. We trust 


to the fairness and justice of the nations which are going to build up a better 
world after this catastrophe, that they will see to it that the arrangements made 
are fair and satisfactory to every one. We have assurances from the bighest 
Catholic circles that they will view with favour the establishment of a Jewish. 
national home in Palestine (applause), and from their religious point of view they 
see no objection to it and no reason why.we should not be good neighbours. Aad 
good neighbours I hope we shall be. (Hear, hear.) Let. us our attea- 
tion for afew minutes tothe interoal situation. Confident as we are of our fina) 
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success, we cannot help feeling some disappointment at the fact that the whole of 
Jewry does not stand united at this present critical moment. Ladies and gentle- 
men, itis not only a matter of regret, but it isa matter of deep humiliation to 
every Jew, that we cannot stand united in this great hour. But it is not the fault 
ol the Zionist organisation. It is, perhaps, not the fault of our opponents. It 
must be attributed to the conditions of our life in the Pispersion which has 
caused in Jewry a cleavage difficult to bridge over even at a time like this. It is 
unfortunate that there still exists a small minority which disputes the very 
existence of the Jews as a nation. But there need be no misgivings on that 
account, for I have no hesitation in saying that if it comes to a plébiscite and a 
test there can be no doubt on which side the majority of Jews will be found. 
And, lades and gentlemen, I warn you that this test is bound to come 
(hear, hear), and come sooner, perhaps, than we think. (Hear, hear.) You will 
have to show, and in this solemn hour I call upon you to prepare for it, that with 
all your beagt and mind you stand united behind those leaders whom you bave 
chosen to carry out, at this critical moment of the world’s history, this work. We 
do not want to give the world the spectacle of a fratricidal war. We are 
surrounded by too many enemies to allow ourselves this lixaury. Bat we warn 
those who would force an open breach that they will find us prepared to stand 
up united in the defence of the cause which ts sacred tous. (Hear, hear) We 
shal! not allow any body to interfere with the bard work that we are doing, and we 
Say to all our opponents, 
HANDS OFF THE ZIONIST MOVEMENT! 

j think that is all I can say at this present hour. Let me conclude with a word 
of thanks to all the zealous workers. who have not spared either their time Or 
energy to carry out this work. An army of workers bas been formed, which, during 
these two trying years has been working harmoniously together. 1 am sure that 
the thanks of the Zionist organisation go out to these workers. It is further my 
pleasant duty to submit to you that a vote ol confidence and heartiest thanks 
should go out to our leader, M. Sokolow, who has been entrusted with the most 
delicate and the most difficult mission. and | assure youit is not my opinion alone, 
it is the opinion of those people who are much more competent to judge these 
matters, that M Sokolow has acquitted himself in a most distinguished manner of a 
very difficult task, that his work has been of invaluable use to the movement, and 
tt has reflected great credit both on the movement and on Jewry at large. 
{Applause ) M. Sokolow may be here in a day or two, but anfortuaately he will 
not stay with us long; another and perhaps an even more important mission calls 
him away. We shall lose his co-operatien for some time, but we know that what 
he will be doing elsewhere will strengthen the work here. And now you will enter 
mto your discussion on the few words which I have had the honour to address to 
you. You will also have to elect a Committee before which l-am prepared 
to lay all the documents and all the information in my possession. This 
Committee may have to deal with serious questions. - I would submit that we 
should exclude from this Committee all the London members of the Council. It 
ts only fair that they should be excluded, and 1 think they will sot mind that, 
because we have discussed most of these questions in the Council of the Zionist 
Federation in London, and | think an opportunity should now be given to others 
of acquainting themselves wiih these matters. Ladies and gentlemen, | wish 
your deliberations every success, (Loud applause.) 

The question of appointing a Committee before whom certain information 
might be submitied was then discussed. Some speakers objecied to sucha 
cou se, demanding that the information should be disclosed before the whole of 
the Conference. It was, however, ultimately agreed upon that a Committee of 
fifteen should be elected, which, after examining the information, will report to 
the Conlerence. 

The Committee having retired, together with Dr. Weizmann, the conference 
proceeded, under the chairmansbip of Mr. Joseph Cowen, to discuss the question 
of immediate relief for the Jews in Palestine. 

Mr. Borts GOLDBERG opened the discussion. He sketched the history of 
relief work for Palestine, which had mainly come from the United States and 
Russia, and condemned the slackness of the Jews in England, who had through- 
out done very | ttle for the Jewish sufferers in Palestine. He was particularly 
severe in his criticism of the Central Fund, which having at its disposal a sum of 
several thousand pounds for the Jews in Palestine was none the less disinclined 
to forward the amount 

Rabbi A. Kuk delivered an address. He pointed out that Zionism had 
emerged from the narrow circle of Jews to which it had hitherto been confined. 
In appealing for immediate assistance for the sufferers in Palestine, he said that 
but for the old and new Jewish settlers in that country, Zionism would still bave 
remained a theory instead of entering into practical politics. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the Conference must show practical sympathy and 
itse}t subscribe. His own donation would be £100. This announcement was 
followed by an immediate response, and in the course of the afternoon over / 600 
had been subscribed. It was intimated that further sums sbould be sent to the 
office of the Federation, 69, Leadenhall Street, E.C. 3. 

Mr. H. BENTWich demanded that the money should not be handed to the 
Central Fund, 

After a somewhat heated discussion, it was resolved that a Committee should 
see Mr. Herman Landau and elicit from him the policy of the Céntral Fund 
regarding relief for Jews in Palestine. It was also reso'ved to urge Rabbis to 
preach in their synagogues on the need of immediate relief. 


VOTE OF CONFIDENCE 

Meanwhile the Commitiee, before whom the information referred to above 
was disclosed, had concluded its secret sitting, and Dr. WeizMaNnn having 
resumed the Chairmanship of the Conference, Dr. SELIG BRODETSKY, a member 
of the Committee, moved the following resolution :-— 

That the Special Committee of the English Zionist Federation, having heard and 
discussed the statement of the President (Dr. Weizmann) with regard to the political 
work carried out by the leaders of the movement, express the'r entire satisfaction with 
the statement. They recommend the genera! Conference to pass a vote of confidence in 
the leaders and place upon record their keen appreciation of the result that attended 
their labours. They further recommend the Conference to send a message of confidence 
and thanks to M. Nahum Sokolow, and also to pass a vote of thanks to Dr. Weizmann and 
those who have co-operated with him so devotedly. 


The Rev. M. H. Seca, M.A. (Newcastle), seconced the resolution, which 


was carried unanimously. 
ZIONIST POLICY. 


The Conference then discussed the relation of Zionists to non-Zionist bodie-. 

Mr. N. Laski announced that he had succeeded that afternoon in arranging 
a round-table con/erence between the beads of the Conjoint Committee and Dr. 
Weizmann and other Zionists. He advocated a fresh attempt to arrive at an 
amicable agreement. 

Mr. J. Hopess said that he doubted the success of such a freshattempt. He 
pressed the Zionist leaders to formulate in more definite terms the Zionist policy.

M. Boris GoLpnERG (a member of the Actions Committee), agreed that the 
time bad arrived for communicating more freely the Zionist formula. He did not 
think it was such a secret, and a wider acquaintance with it would be for the 
good of Zionism. 

Mr. BENTWicH said that it was quite useless to renew negotiations with the 
Conjoint Committee. Rabbi Yorrry, however, said that, in the interest of 
peace, such a course was highly desirable. 

After further debate, Dr. WE!ZMANN said that while morally they had the 
right net to pursae any further negotiations, he would advise the Conference to 
vote for a renewal of negotiations. They had to be careful not to cause a 
Chilul Hashem. After indicating the possibility of a new Confererce 
which might be necessary shortly, Dr. Weizmann said that he did not 
object to giving an outline of the Zionist policy, which he declared 
to be as follows: “The actual plans in detail wiil still have to be 
discussed, but we hope for the recognition of Palestine as a Jewish National 
Home, for recognition cf Hebrew gs the national language, and autoromy in 
cultural and religious matiers. Economically, we hope for the s:tting up of an 
Organisa'‘ion which will be capable «{ developing the country to its full extert, 
which will be able to carry out all the necessary work, such as the construction 
of railways, roads and harbours, afforestation and irrigat'on, and wou!d regularise 
the immigration of settlers into the country. This organisation would work under 
the supervision and contro! of the suzerain power, and in liarmony with the 
interests of the non-Jewish population of Palestine. (Applause) 

A resolution was adopted urging Zionists to “caniure”™ the synagogues in 
the cause of their national movement. 

Dr. WE!Z7MANN announced that a settlement had been arrived at between the 
two sections of the Order of Ancient Maccabeans as a result of conferences 
during the day.

COMMANDER WEDGEWOOD, M.P., ON ZIONISM. 


Under the auspices of the Independent Order of B'nai Brith, Commander 
Wedgewood, M.P., delivered an address last Sanday, at the Imperial Ifotel, on 
the Jewish National Problem, with special reference to Palestine. ; 

Mr. S. GiLBER?, the President, said that Mr. Wedgewood was known to be 
a friend of small nationalities; it was, therefore, no surprise that he shouid 
sympathise with the aspiration of the Jews to re-establish themselves in their 
ancient land, Palestine. 

Commander WEDGE WOOD, who was heartily welcomed, said that this war, 
if it had done anything, had taught the individual the value of self-respect and 
the Jewish nation, too, should have learned the lesson of self-respect. That 
respect, however, was impossible for a nation unless it possessed a country which 
it could call its home. He could not suffer Jews who were not proud of their 
race and did not care to acquire a land for their nationality. He was surprised 
not to see a great deal more in the newspapers about Zionism. The Jews ought 
to make a great deal more noise in insisting on their demand for Palestine. 
It was but natural that Jews should fix Palestine as the home of their nationality. 
At present there were about 125,000 Jews in Pales ine, but the moment it tecame 
their own country there would be a quick development in the Jewish population 
and in the resources of the ccuniry. 
quesiion from the purely Jewish point cf view, but with the characteristics of the 
Englishman who invariably made bis own interest coincide with an ideal, he 
regarded it as a very good bargain for England that Palestine shou!d become a 
Jewish State. England weuld have to be on the look-out in the future for a 


German attack in the East, and there would be no better security for Egypt than | 


a Jewish buffer State in Palestine, But he really did not mean that | e wanted 
the Jews to protect him. In all seriousness he meant that Jews should 
set to work jor their national ideal, When he was in the United States he had 
a talk with Jadge Brandeis, who perhaps s'ood closest to President Wi'son 
in h's political ideals. He discussed with the jadge the desirability of creating 
an independent Jewish State in Palestine under American rule, but though 
Judge Brandeis was rather reticent, he (Commander Wedgewood) inferred 
that he would much rather shift the responsibility on England. Whatever 
turn the military operations might take in Palestine, the Jews must 
insist on the creation of a Jewish nationality in that country. Ile ws sure there 
were sufficient Jewish financiers to assisf in that direction, particu’arly a house 
ike the Paris Rothschilds, who had already done a great deal for the Zionist 
movement. Why cid not the Jewish members of Parliamert advocate the move- 
ment?

They very much feared being 
chalted about their Jewishness, and therefore concealed it as much as possible , 
but when they saw non-Jewish M.P.'s putting forward the demand of Palestine 
for the Jews in the interests of England as well as of the Jews themselves, they 
would undoubtedly grow bolder. 

The HAHAM, in moving a vote of thanks to Commander Wedgewood, siid 
that it was a great satisfaction to see how their great ideal had progressed, He 
wished to emphasise the point that though they hoped to have Pa'estine under 
the protection of the British Empire, the Jewish destiny must be worked out in 
theic Own interest, according to their own light. To England the Jews would 
always feel deep gratifude for her just and humane treatment of them.

The Grand Commander reported that immediately on receipt of this official 
message he put himself into communication with members of tlhe Executive and 
an urgent request was sent at once to the High Degree Fxecutive of the Order in 
Manchester for an immediate grant from the Order's Zionist funds of at least 
#100 for instant transmission to Palestine, to be followed by a general appeal to 
the Beacons. Uptothe present, no reply had been received from Manchester, 
but he had received cheques for two sums of 450 each from private sources to 
start the Order's collection 


The Grand Secretary read a telegram received from the Central Bureau, 
Copenhagen, confirming the news transmitted from Egypt and emphasising the 
cxtent of the disaster, and requesting an immediate grant towards the sum of 
15,000 francs (/600) weekly, required for relief of urgent distress by the Bureau's 
representative, Dr. Thon. 


An official invitation from the Council of the English Zionist Federation to 


attend the Zionist Conference to be held in London on the following Sunday was 
read and accepted.

The Future Ownership of Palestine. 
THE CLAIM OF FRANCE. 


From YOUR CORRESPONDENT. [To THE Epiror.] 
Sir,—I have not the remotest wish to champion the claims of France upon 


Palestine; on the contrary, it seems to me there can be no doubt that the peace of . 


the world will best be made surer if the end of the war.sees a Jewish Palestine— 
mot necessarily Palestine Jewish—under the suzerainty of Great Britain. But it 
is ridiculous for ‘“‘A.M.H.” to attempt to blind your readers to the facts of the 
situation by brushing contemptuously aside the French position in the matter by 
saying, “the only claim of France is an historical one.” Only! If he were 
acquainted, as I am, with the views on the subject that a on the Quai 
d'Orsay, he perhaps might understand the fatuity of his “only.” Asa matter of 
fact it is not true. Here, for instance, is an extract from an article which 
recently appeared in the Journal de Généeve by its Rome correspondent. He 
mentions that before the war “most of the religious institutions (in Jerusalem) 
belonged to France and Italy,” and then goes on to refer to the manner in which 
“the Germans have tried to develop their influence in Palestine,” particulerly 
since the German Emperor'svisit. After detailing some of the German establish- 
ments there, he proceeds to say :~— | 

Butall these institutions togetbér . . . cannot compete with the innumerable 
establishments of every sort—schools, hospitals, orphanages, churches, convents, semi- 
maries, etc., which France and Italy have built—especially France, which from the time of 


Francis I: has enjoyed the privilege of haying a protectorate over all the Christians in 
the Holy Land. 


So much for the airy “only” of “A. M.H.”"! There is “only” one word I 
would add. Its strange to find a Zionist, as I presume‘‘ A. M. H.” to be, writing 
thus lightly of historical claims to Palestine. What other claim have Jews there

The annual meeting was held on Sunday. Dr. C. Dreyfus, ].P., who presided, in 
moving the adoption of the annual report and statement of accounts, deplored ithe 
fact that a Hospital which required an expenditure of about 
/ 3,000 received the small and inadequate sum cf 
#816 in annual subscriptions Vith regard to o'ber items 
of incom, it was on the other hand pleasing to record that the weekly subscribers 
(many of whom gave a penny a week) had been able to increase their subscriptions 
from 4283 to 4368 and that donations had increased from /63 to / 374. Ochers 
satisfactory items included 4127 and 4134 from the Hospital Saturday and Sunday 
Funds respectively. The total income was / 2,617 against £1,955 in the previous 
year. The sum of /760for the endowment of beds bad been expended towards 
the.repayment of mortgage. As the expenditure exceeded ihe total income by 
/469, it was absolutely necessary to. obtain a larger number of annual subscrip- 
tions, and the Chairman earnestly appealed to the Community to assist ‘he 
Institution in that direction. The Hospital had now existed twelve years, and he 
hoped by the time it celebrated its Barmitzvah the whole of the original cebt of 
{3,000 would be entirely cleared, and they would then endeavour to trrange 
with Lord~Derby the purchase of the ground rent The Institution was 
doing excellent work not only in alleviating the sufferings of Jews, but also 
those of another faith who sought their aid This was well recognised by 
the generous and handsome support they received from their Christian fellow- 
citizens. 

Mr. R. Barrow Sicree seconded the motion. He said he had noticed that 
many of the seatholders in the various synagogucs still refrained from subscrib- 
ing to it. Hle paid a warm tribute to the young lady collectors, who were 
responsible for the small sums they received weekly from the poorer classes, who 
had been so staunch in their support, They conld not but appreciate the excellent 
work performed by their zealous supporters Mr. and Mrs. us Cohen, 
who had recently increased their annual subscription from /35 to 4100 Mrs, 
Cohen vas most energetic in ber active and generous work for the Institu- 
tion. Whilst the average annual cost of an occupied bed was /7+ in other 
hospitals, they were able to manage this for only 4/65. After some discussion the 
motion was carried unanimously Mr. If. Rosenblum moved, and Mr. Maurice 
Altaras seconded, the re-election of the honorary oihcers, which was agreed to. 
A ballot took place for the election of the Board of Management. Mr. S. 
Aschkenasy moved, and Mr. Boluansky seconded, a vote of thanks to the Chair- 
man. In response to the appeal of the President and Treasurer several sub- 
seribers increased their subscriptions

The President, Mr. Nathan Shaffer, dwelt upon the excellent qualities of the la‘e 
Mr. Gershon Shaffer, who was highly respected as one of the oldest and most 
energetic workers of the synagogue and also of the Manchester community. Mr. 
Isaac Myer, a son-in-law of the deceased, unveiled the pcrtrait and read the 
inscription, which stated as foliows: “ Gershon Shafier, the founder ct the New 
Synagogue and Leth Hamedrash. Warden: 5650 53-54 President: 5656 to 
5659. Presented by Fanny Shafter in memory of her loving husband.” Mr. 
Mende! Shaffer, on behalf of his mother, preserted the portrait to the Executive, 
and expressed his thanks for the sympathy extended to ber in her bereavement. 

Mr. NATHAN Suarresr, for the Executive, accepted the portrait. 

The PrResipENT then unveied the Roll of Honour amid demonstrations of 
sympathy from many present, and expressed the hope that those whose names 
were inscribed thereon would return safely and well 

The Rev. M. M. Couun delivered a sermon, in the course of which he 
dwelt on the lessons to be derivéd from the war, that the real welfare of nations 
did not depend upon military glory but upon peace, industry, and education. 
The preacher paid a warm tribute to the many qualities of the late Mr. Gershon

What Ails Leeds? 


From “COMMUNAL WORKER.” [To THE EpiTor.] 


Sir,—I was greatly surprised to read the letter of Mr. Morris in your last 
week's issue under the above heading. His remarks about the Leeds Jewish 
Institute to my mind emphasise the deplorable state of that organisation, He 
says in effect that because there was only ostensibly a deficit of 435 during the 
past year, all is well, considering the present circumstances, I beg to contend, 
however, that all is far from well. 

What has been done, may I ask, by the Institute since the outbreak of war? 
It should have been the centre of Jewish activity for war work, the mainspring of 
organisations for the welfare of soldiers and their dependents, acd the attractive 
rendezvous of Jewish soldiers convalescent and on leave; instead of which it has 
practically lain dormant for over two years. True it has kept open, but that is 
all it has done. There is no regular steward, it is the meeting place of at most 
half-a-dozen members, it has issued no syllabus of functions for the past two 
years (because none were held), there has been no annual report, obviously 
because there has been nothing to report, and the Committee, which is the same 
as existed three years ago (there being no elections during that period), bas not 
been called together more often than once or twice bi-annually. In face of these 
conditions Mr. Morris can aver that all is well. 

The conditions that exist at the Institute are typical of those prevalent in 
many other communal movements. To enumerate a few of the disasters, I would 
point tothe defunct “Shelter” and Aged and Needy Home, the Bikur Cholims, 
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the Jewish Girls’ Club> and the straits of the Kosher Kitchen: Sarely “+ 
determined action is necessary ta revive interest and .enthugsiasm in Leeds coR- 
munal afiairs. Our ladies, who have now a gold-n opportunity, are unfortunately, 
with some iew exceptions, entirely apathetic aod unmiodiu!l of their duty and 
responsibility. 

It is opportune here to recall the Charity Council, which was founded by 
Alderman Moser, BG to meet such contingencies as I have enumeraied. Ile 
endowed the fund liberally with a view to meeting diffecult situations such as 
have now arisen in Leeds. Why does not the President seize the opportunity of 
calling a meeting to take all communal matters into serious consideration’? No- 
body seems to know where the Council is and what they are doing 

“ What ails thee, Leeds, indeed’? It is time thou ariseth from thy apathy!” 
If the communal leaders would only bestir themselves aad truly lead, there would 
be no longer reason to bewail communal! complications.

The Liverpool Russian Liberation Meeting.

From Dr. J. S. FOX, Hebrew Higher Grade School, Liverpool. 
To THE EptTror 


Six,—I am in the habit of ignoring anonymous correspondents, who have not 
the courage to raise their vizors, but, as Chairman of the Committee of Russian 
citizens and sympathisers, 1 am compelled to refute the attacks made by “E.” and 
a “ Member of the Committee ” in your columns, for they may succeed in giving 
your readers a wrong conception of the demonstration, which you so rightly 
termed “unique,” and which.made a powerful impression upon the genera! public 
in Liverpool. 

The organisers of the demonstration (there was no single “organiser”) whole 
heartedly supported by the Lord Mayor, the Russian Consul, and representatives 
of other countries, were of opinion that the time had not yet come to celebrate 
the Itussian Kevolution from the point of view of its advantage ta any political 
party or nationality, but that at present it was in theinterests of bree Russ’a 
openly to express gratification at the new situation in the name of the democratic 
human race. Whether this aspect was the correct one or not, this is not the 
place to discuss. it is sufficient for me to point out that only with this object in 
view did. the organisers come together and call a meeting, not of a specifically 
Jewish or non-Jewish character, notofaspecifically socialistic or. conservative party- 
colour, but for the purpose of uniting all shades of opinion and all social c.iasses 
in a demonstration “to express gratification at the new situation in Russia.” 
The Organising Committee was accordingly compesed of members of different 
nationalities: Englishmen, Jews, Russians, Finns, Armenians, Scandinavians, 
etc , and consequently the handbills were printed in different languages. It was 
suggested that the writer cf these lines should deliver a short address on the 
Jewish national ideal, but owing to an unfortunate misunderstanding between the 
Chairman of the mseting and a prominent speaker of the Labour Party, I was 
compelled to say a few words in a condensed form on the vote of thanks. Never- 
theless, the meeting was to some exteat a OFM Oi), particularly from a Jewish 
point of view, for not only were Jews and non-Jews of all shades of opinion 
represented, but every speaker, without exceptioa, spoke enthusiastically about 
the expected equal national rights ia Russia aid referred to th: favourable 
position of the Jews. “ E's.” assertion that the Jews of Russia were hardly 
mentioned is absolutely baseless, to put it mildly, as well as the assertion of the 
“ Member of the Committee” in reference to Dr. Watkin's speech. Ican only 
assure your readers that the resu't of this international meeting, organised by 
Jews and non-Jews, made a more powerful tmpression upon the Provis'onal 
Covernment ian Russia thaa if a specifically Jewish meeting had been held.

This is not a great sum for an institution like the Talmud 
Torah, but the great danger lies in the fact that the expendi- 
ture exceeds the income by /3 per week, and this in spite of 
the fact that expenses have been cut down to the lowest 
possible amount. A new Committee has been appointed and 
its energy has already yielded good results. The Committee have also succeeded 
in Making a fair collection, but they appeal! for the continued support of the com- 
munity, as itis only by united effort that they will be able to end the crisis.

OXFORD STREFT

Mr. B. Silver, Secretary of the South Portland Street Synagogue, writes .—Your 
correspondem “ W." from Glasgow seéms to take a peculiar view on the rabbi quesues 
in Glasgow. According to his notion all synagogués in Glasgow, who 
agstegate membership in only equal proportion to the membership of 
South Portiand Street Synagogue, are entitied to have theic muenisters or 
rabbis (two of them are hav ng two naisters each), but one of the 
largest Synagogues ia Britain should only have a right to borrow an occasional preacher 
of some triend!v or neutral neighbour. It must necessarily borrow the preacher, since 
the term used by “ W.,” “ interchange of pu!pits,” could not apply to a synagogue which 
has no pulpitofitsown. Again, “W." puts the deplorable case of the local Taloiud 
Torah as an argument against a Rav, whereas this should be the strongest argument ia 
favour of one, since all the ministers and rabbis are either unable or unwilling to move 
the community in scpport of an institution of such importance. Besides, when “ W." 
wriles that there are six ministers and two ra bonim in Glasgow he mistakes the facts. 
| verybody knows that only two synagogues have two ministers each, that two and 
two-are four, that there are two rabbis here engaged by two “* chevras,” and that 
neither of them has ever been entitled to be called Rav because they have never been 
loosed upon as rabbopim outside of their own chevras.

Federation of Synagogues. 
RUSSIAN-BORN JEWS AND MILITARY SERVICE. 

A meeting of the Board of the Federation of Synagogues was held last Mon- 
day at the Club Koom, 17, Leman Street, Whitechapel. The |’resident, Lord 
SWAYTHLING, presided. 

The returns of the biennial election to the Board were presented. On the 
proposition of Mr. M. Moses, J.P., Lord Swaythling was ananimously re-elected 
President. 

Lord SWAYTHLING, in thanking the meeting for re-electing him, said that he 
always liked to follow on these occasions the custom Of his late father in 
making some observations on the general Jewish situation. The one outstanding 
fact that interested or ought to interest was the question of Russian Jews in this 
country and military service. He wished to emphasise the point that the 
English Jews had done their duty to this country, and at the beginning of 
the war had volunteered in great numbers. He could say that the percentage 
of Jews who had volunteered for military service was greater than that of any 
other denomination. He might add that at the time there were many Russian 
Jews who bad offered their services, but the authorities had then refused the ofier. 
Then, however, when an opportunity was given them to enter the British Army, 
the Russian-born Jews did not, to the surprise of many, come forward as they 
should have done. It was true that in entering the army Jews were required to 
sacrifice a great deal more than men of another faith, because they had to discard 
many of their religious practices, but they bad to look beyond that. The 
Russian Jews had first offered as an excuse for their refusal that by helping 
England they would also be helping Russia, which was oppressing them. 
Now, however, when Russia was free and the Jews there had equal right:, 
there was no excuse for their holding aloof. In view of recent events in Palestine 
it might have been thought that the Russian Jews would come forward to assist 
their brethren and rescue them from the Turkish atrocities. There was another 
reason why Russian Jews should enrol themselves for military service. It was 
perhaps a purely Selfish reason, for unless they did so he feared that England 
would not be so ready after the war to receive some of their persecuted brethren 
from other countries as she had hitherto done, It would be said that Jews were 
not doing their duty to the country in which they had settled, and which had 
given them every right and protection. There was another matter to which 
he desired to refer, that of national service. For those Jews who were beyond 
the military age there was an opportunity of showing their gratitude to this 
country by enrolling for national setvice. A Jewish Committee bad been 
formed, but so far the response had not been great, perhaps because the 
movement had only recently been started. He appealed to all the members of 
the Board to do everything possible to secure Jews for national service. 

The other hon, officers were re-elected unanimously. 

Pe CHAIRMAN moved a vote of thanks to the Hon. Solicitor and Hon. 
itect. 

Mr. M. Moses, J.P., moved the adoption of the balance-sheet of the Burial 
Society, and pointed to the increase of the income, The motion was seconded by 
Mr. ANGEL, and carried unanimously. | 

A grant of £400 was voted by the Burial Committee to the Board, with the 
recommendation that £200 should be devoted to the funds of the Federation of

We are a patriotic people, we Israelites. No one questions it for a moment, 
except the Maxses, the LBeverleys, the Bellocs, and others to whom the name of 
Jew isasared rag toa bull. But there are limits to our patriotism. This fact 


was brought home to me on reading a little paragraph in an American paper that 
told of an Americo-Jewish baby having been named after President Wilson. 
Woodrow Wilson Sperling is the name o/ this fortunate youngster, who starts on 
life's path with a letter from a statesman who has made contemporary history. 
Woodrow Wilson Sperling! If I were to study the front page of the Jewisnu 
CuRONICLE from now until you and I were old and grey, there is no possibility 
of happening across such novelties as “Lloyd George Levy,” or “Jellicoe 
Cohen,’ or “ Herbert Asquith Abrahams.” There are times when we draw the 
line, 


Stull, there is no getting away from the fact that the old “ Christian ” names 
that served our ancestors from immemorial days are gradually falling into disfavour- 
Parents no longer desire their boys to be “ bandicapped ” by such ‘‘too Jewish ” 
names as Solomon, or Jacob,or Abraham. Emancipation seems to have robbed 
us of a great deal of that pride of race in which we once rejoiced. Scan the 
registers at some of the Jewish schools, and you will find that the Pearis, the 
Daisys, the Lillians, and the Blanches outnumber by far the Rachels and 
the Leahs. And as for the boys, there are Arthurs and Alphonses, Cyrils and 
Reginalds where more typically Jewish names might once have been. The writer 
was at Whitehall the other day on the occasion of the re-examination of possible 
recruits for the Forces, and he was assured unblushingly by a coreligionist that 
what this gentleman dreaded was not so much the ordeal of stepping forth 
in puris naturalibus, as the experience of hearing his name echoing through the 
corridors; “ Next—Solomon Levy!” “An ancient people, but thin-skianed, very. 


The local paper rejoces at the news that at last the Government is waking 
up to the need for early enlistment of friendly aliens. In vivid headlines it 
details the steps that are being taken to that end, and rejoices that the manifes, 
unfairness to that portion of the East Eud population which is fighting is. at 
length to be atoned for. And now 1 am told of sporadic disturbances that have 
arisen in the East End as a result of the open taunts of our Kusso-Jewish 
brothers. It seems to me that one of the first duties of the so-called Foreign 
Jews’ Protection Committee should bave been to protect these gentry against 
themselves. Only the other day a friend of the writer, who anticipated an early 
call up, was approached by a casual acquaintance—a Russian brother in-faith— 
with the remark: “ Don't worry about joining up; I'}f bay your business.” The 
reply was too forcible for reproduction, East London, in the bitterness of its 
heart, has begun to forget Anglo-Jewry’'s sacrifices in this fearful war. It regards 
us all as tarred with the same brush. And hereia lies trouble for the future.

The Hana said that they had assembled to do work of the highest national 
importance. Jews always had to suffer for other people's shoricomings, other 

eople's failing to do their duty. If a Jew was to be a great success he must 
een an Englishman, a Frenchman, or a German, according to the country in 
which he lived. They were at a very critical moment in the history of Jewry, 
and they were asked to place their own record before the English natior. They 
were confronted with a very grave and serious problem, but he was not there to 
discuss the duties and obligations of Jews in the country. He bad done his best, 
qufetly and unosientatiously, to convince slanderers that the Russian-born and 
foreign born Jew generally had done his duty in regard to the war. But that 
was insufficient, for if popular passion against them were once aroused it might at 
some time break its bounds, and there would be serious trouble. It was there'cre 
necessary to be able to place before the country full statistics of what the Jews 
had done. The honour of their people, the future of their people, and the safety 
of their people rested with them, and he had not the slightest doubt that, after 
what he had said, they would go away determined to help the cause to the best of

Stern (cousm of Mr. Beuatwich), and the Rev. —&. Frank, and included verses from the 
Apocryt hal Look, “ The flistory of Susannah," acd a Sketch from the “ S. B. Memories 
Book,” by the late Dr. Schechter. The windows, which adjoin the Ark, are not only 
memorials but interesting illustrations of Old Testament History... They represent 
respectively the Biblical references to Joseph and Solomon, the names both of Mrs. 
Bentwich's father and of her youngest soa. The‘ Solomon” window's a representation 
of the gate of the Temp'e of Solomcn. The ornamental surroundings are composed of 
lilies in illustration of the name “ Susannah.” The ornamental treatment is also 
repeated in the border of the “ Joseph" window, which iilusirates the passage in the 
Scriptures describing the Patriarth Joseph as “a fruitful vine overhanging a well."' One 
of the windows bears the [following inscription: “In loving memory of Susannah, wife 
of Herbert Bentwich, who, as Susie Solomon, worshipped and was married in this 
Synagogue, I‘ih December, 1830. Laus Deo.’’ The other window bears a similar 


imscription in Hebrew with the date of Mrs. Bentwich's death, the second day of the 
Festival of Shevuoth, 5675.
